Accused Woman Says Her 
Confession Was Distorted 
from Spiritual Sense 
by Pastor. 


BLAMES A CHURCH SISTER 


termed a “confession” in the Methodist 
Episcopal church troubles that led the Rev. 
John Leek to resign from the Western Ave- 
nue church. 

She says her confession was simply a 
“epiritual confession,’’ and that she did not 
mean it to be inferred that there was anything 
wrong in her relations with the Rev. Mr. 
Leek. 

Her statement was made after her husband, 
John Lavender, had filed a bill of injunction 
to réstrain the Rev. Mr. Crawford and the 
church board from issuing any pamphiets or 
statements purporting to contain the con- 
fession.'’ The request for the injunction 
was denied by Judge Barnes of the Superior 
court on the ground that no notice had been 
given to the defendants and that he did not 
believe the church would be irreparably 
damaged if such circulars were distributed. 

Mrs. Lavender with several friends re- 
mained in the office of her attorney while the 
court was passing upon the request for an in- 
function. When she learned that it had been 
denied she became fll. Before that time, 
however, she had outlined her case. 


‘Church Board Defers Action. 


The trustees and wardens of the Wood- 
lawn church met in the evening to further 
consider the question of the attitude of the 
Rev. Mr. Crawford in the case. Mr. Craw- 
ford addressed the meeting and said that in- 
asmuch as the case will come before two 
‘church tribunale this week for definite ac- 
tion he would prefer that the church board 
take no action, as it might prejudice the 
case against one or more of the parties con- 
cerned. 

The board agreed and passed two motions 
to adjourn, one until next Saturday and one 
indefinite, leaving the members perplexed 
as to what their next step will be. 

e the meeting began Attorney d. F. 
Ort, representing Mrs. Lavender, and Mr. 
Lavender served notice on the members of 
the board that, although the first petition 
for an injunction restraining the board from 
making public the “confession” of Mrs. 
Lavender, had been denied, a second petition 
for an injunction had been made before Judge 
Ball and would be heard om Monday. The 
board appointed A. W. Martin and W. 5. 
Stahl to attend the hearing. A postpone- 
ment of proceedings until after the church 
trials will be requested. 


Mrs. Lavender Telle Her Story. 


„I never made any confession in the worid- 
ly sense of the word to the Rev. Mr. Craw- 
ford,” Mrs. Lavender bald. I never saw the 
document that he to the church board as 
my confession, so do not know exactly what 
he asserted. 

„I have always been interested in church 
| work and was active in Woodlawn Park 

church when the Rev. Mr. Leek was pastor 
there. I liked Mr. Leek and did all that I 
could do to eid him.

MEANS HELP TO‘JUSTICE.

+“: getiges of the Superior court in a special 


meeting in, the chambers of Chief Justice 
Theodore Brentano yesterday started the 
ball rolling for the achievement of reforms in 
court methods along the lines which have 
been urged in THE TRIBUNE. 

A committee of three judges was appointed 
to draft suggestions for amendments to the 
practice law of Lllinois, and it was decided to 
invite the cooperation of the judges of the 
Circuit and County courts at a general meet- 
ing of the judges to be held next Saturday. 

The judges appointed on the committee are 
Marcus Kavanagh, Henry V. Freeman, and 
Albert O. Barnes. 


Three Changes Suggested. 

It was agreed that they are to meet for a 
report next Wednesday afternoon on the 
following suggestions of Judge Kavanagh 
for abating the existing nuisances which 
have been likened to the absurdities that pre- 
vailed in the old English chancery courts: 

1 That the courts be allowed to give oral 
instructions to the jurors. As the law now 
reads, the courts can give only written in- 
structions to the jury. 

2 That cases should not be reversed by the 
upper courts unless it is shown that the court 
allowed instructions or testimony to be intro- 
duced which were prejudicial to the right of 
the litigants and caused a miscarriage of 
justice. As the law now stands and ig in- 
terpreted by the courts, cases frequently are 
reversed and remanded for new trials upon a 
mere technicality, such as @ refused or given 
instruction. 

& That the state be allowed to amend in- 
dictments without the necessity of having a 
new one drawn. Under present con- 
ditiona, if the indictment is faulty or some 
technical error has been committed, the de- 
fendant usually moves to quash the indict. 
ment and if it is upheld the state is compelled 
to have a new indictment drawn and voted. 


Would Relieve Court Dockets. 

The judges hold that the object to be at- 
tained is simply to put the courts on a com- 
mon sense basis. In this they have the sup. 
port of the higher grade lawyers and the best 
citizenship. Chief of Police Shippy is of the 
belief that in the trial of criminal cases alone 
a great saving will be made in time and 
money if the objects sought by the judges are 
attained and that all litigants can have « 


fair trial or opportunity for trial. 


It is urged that the reversing of many 
cases on mere technicalities throws much 
work. back to the trial courts, and upon a 
second, third, or even a fourth trial the ver- 
dict is similar, One of the evils attendant 
upon the present system,of remanding cases 
upon mere technicalities is the clogging of 
the dockets of the trial courts, delaying the 
trial of many cases unnecessarily, to say 
nothing of the expense. It is held that it is 
unfair to hundreds of litigants awaiting trial 
to await the retrial of some case which has 
been reversed by the upper courts when it 
nas not been shown that justice was not 
given at the first trial. 


Evils in Appeal Methods. 

A feeling which has gained a strong hold 
among the judges is thet the jury should be 
the judges of the facts and that appeals to 
upper courts should be upon points of law 
alone. 
should make concise statements of the issues 
nefore the trial of a case, and that a system 
of costs should be devised whereby payment 
might be exacted for unnecessarily taking up 
the time of the court. 

The judges feel that the work they did at 
the initial meeting for the pushing of court 
reform is comparable to the making of a 
snowball at the top of a steep hill and start- 
ing it rolling down the snow covered slope. 
They admit that they do not expect it to be 


unimpeded in its progress, and individually 
they voice the belief that it will strike some 
warm dare spots before it has run its course 
and grown to the requisite bigness to crash 
into the legislature. 

The bard spots will be found in the country, 
they say. The present system of court pro- 
cedure, cumbersome as it is, is held dear by 
a great many ultra conservatives In the 
state, who are glow to accept the fact that 
Chicago has come to the point where it has 
outgrown the old system and must have 
something to take its place.

Ship for African Trip Besieged with 
Applications from Travelers. 


Oyster Bay, March 6.—[Special. Theodore 
Roosevelt spent today, his second day in pri- 
vate life after nearly two terms in the presi- 
dency, in much the same manner as yester- 
day. He rose in good season, read a bit, and 
attended to some of his correspondence in the 
morning, and after luncheon put on a pair of 
hobnailed boots, shouldered his ax, and spent 
the afternoon in the woods, returning to the 
house on the hill just at nightfall. 

There were no callers at Sagamore Hill, 
unless one takes the florists’ messengers into 
consideration. Flowers have come to Oyster 
Bay in great quantities and uniforms bear- 
ing the names of New York florists are be- 
coming as familiar to the villagers as the 
faces of secret service men used to be when 
this town was the summer capital. 

Kermit Roosevelt went to New Tork on a 
shopping trip.connécted with his position as 
official photographer to the African expedi- 
tion today. He left here on the 7:17 train 
this morning and returned at 4:56. the! 
Roosevelt met him at the station in an open 
buggy and they drove directly home, piled 
about with Kermit’s parcels and a few odd 
boxes of flowers which had come out un- 
attended. 

Farewell When African Trip Begins. 

It looks now as if the jamboree which had 
been scheduled to be pulled off on Mr. Roose- 
velt’s arrival from Washington lest Thurs- 
day, but which received a severe crimp 
through the storm, may be changed into a 
royal sendoff when he leaves for Africa.

In reality, a 
United States comeissioner has no legal 
right to maintain offices in the government 
building; but, as most of the business of the 
courts and the district attorney's office has 
gone to Mr. Foote, he was permitted to re- 
main. 

Room Demanded by Sims. 

New government prosecutions and added 
‘government business, especially in the office 
of District Attorney Sims, ‘recently caused 
the federal prosecutor to apply for more 
room. The department of.commerce and 
labor occupies a room next to Commissioner 
Foote's offices. It was decided to move this 
department into Commissioner Foote’s rooms 
and to give the vacated room to District At- 
torney Sims’ assistants. mie :

The 
commissioner's last appointment was re- 
ceived from Judge Landis. The appointment 
is for four years and Mr. Foote still has 
three years to serve. Under the law, the 
commissioner receives no other salary than 
the fees he may collect. 


Foote Finds Another Office. 

“If the department says I must go, I sup- 
pose it will have to be,“ said Commissioner 
Foote. I have made arrangements to move 
into offices in the Monadnock building, but I 
cannot see how I can make much of a salary 
when I have to pay office rent. There are 
about seventeen United States commission- 
ers in Chicago, but I have been doing all of 
the business of the diatrict attorney and the 
courts. It is too bad, and I much regret to 
leave.“ f 

Mr. Foote became an assistant to United 
States Commissioner Phillip Hoyne in 1879. 
Upon the death of Mr. Hoyne in, 1894 he was 
appointed United States commissioner. Mr. 
Foote is said to have been the first man to 
move into offices in the old government build- 
ing. 

Commissioner Foote came into prominence 
during the extradition hearing of Christian 
Rudowits. He presided at this hearing and 
sent the case to the secretary of state at

You don’t know how much good it does 
man to treat a woman right.“ , 

One of the good results to women, as she 
sees it, is that more books on political econ- 
omy have been sold in Colorado since auf- 
frage was adpoted. She argues that the 
women have bought them and that they 
have been reclaimed from the reading of light 
fiction. 

She declares “‘ that tired look and feeling.“ 
which marks women in other states, is not 
due to actual exhaustion, but to being unoc- 
cupled and bored. 

What the women need is not rest, sheas- 
serted, but mental occupation.“ 


Suffrage Would Aid Laws. 


Legal benefits also would accrue, in the 
opinion of the speaker, if suffrage became a 
fact. 

Women have not enough financial] sense,” 
she said, “to listen to the financial argu- 
ments in favor of the child labor law, and 
they would fight for it against all persuasion 
to the contrary.” 

They also would minimize what Dr. Me- 
Eachern considers the demoralizing habit of 
treating. It has been greatly restricted in 
Denver. They also would see that the board 
of health had enough money, and would cut 
the salaries of the aldermen before they 
would let this other body suffer. 

Last, and perhaps best, in the opinion of 
the speaker, suffrage would\cure hysteria, 
the mania for clothes and for looking pretty, 
said by the speaker to possess womankind. 
Far from interfering with good housekeep- 
ing, she believes suffrage would promote it.

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| DEATE CQRTIFICATE HELD UP 


New York Health Board Post- 
pones Action in Harlan Case. 


ONCE A CHICAGO DENTIST. 


‘Undergoes Operation as Result of Fall; 


Uraemia Develops. 


New York, March 6.—[Spectal.]—The board 
of health this afternoon held up the death 
certificate in the case of Dr. Allison Wright 
Harlan, one of the best known dental sur- 
geons of this country, who, until he came 
here five years ago, was professor of dental 
materia medicaand therapeutics in the Chica- 
go Dental college. Dr. Harlan, who had of- 
fices on Fifth avenue, lived at Mount Vernon. 
He died at 4 o'clock this afternoon from 
shock following an operation on Friday at 
Rebeau hospital. 
No Alternative to Operation. 

The operation was performed by Dr. Rob- 
ert H. Dawbarn, who decided there was no 
alternative. Two weeks ago Dr. Harlan fell 
on a polished floor at his home in Mount 
Vernon and struck with such force that 


strangulated rupture resulted. While the 


injury caused the dentist 8 ome pain, he paid 
no particular attention to it beyond keeping 
as quiet as possible. 

On Thursday Dr. Harlan felt such pain 
that he came to this city with his wife and 
went to the Hoffman house. Dr. Dawbarn 
was called and, after learning the symptoms 
and suspecting because of delay the rupture 
might not respond to treatment, sent Dr. 
Harlan to the hospital. Dr. Dawbarn de- 
cided that an immediate operation was nec- 
essary. 

Uresmia Develops, Causing Death. 


The surgeon found there were complica- 
tions of gangrene and diabetes with the rup- 
ture. He also found a condition of intense 
irritation. Twenty-four hours after the op- 
eration uremia developed, which finally 
caused death. 

Dr. Dawbarn stated these conditions in the 
death certificate, but for some reason the 
board of health decided the case ought to be 
investigated by the coroner’s office, possibly 
because. the original cause of death wae a 


fall.

Rabbi Schanfarber Rebukes Two 
Clergymen, Judge, Editor. 


DEFENDS TRIBES OF ISRAEL. 


Tells of Theatrical Syndicate’s Efforts 
to Elevate the Stage. 


Sharp reply was made by Rabbi Tobias 
Schanfarber in a sermon in K. A. M. temple 
yesterday to a few recent verbal attacks on 
Jews made by several persons of prominence. 
The rabbi insisted that anti-Semitism in or- 
ganized form does not exist in this country 
and that sporadic attacks on the Jews find 
little sympathy among the Christians. After 
this prelude he referred to several recent 
attacks on the Jews beginning with one made 
by the Rev. Mr. Burrell of New York City. 


Replies to Preacher and Judge. 

It is he,“ he said, *‘ who falsely accuses 
the Jews of being responsible for salacious 
plays produced upon the stage. None lifts 
up his voice more strenuously against the 
vile, immoral nude plays produced on the 
stage than does the Jew. The immoral pro- 
ductions are not the works of the Jews, even 
if some Jews belong to the theatrical syndi- 
cate. Indeed, the theatrical syndicate has re- 
cently put its stamp of disapproval upon the 
degrading society play. 

The attack which Judge Goff of the Su- 
preme court of New York made against the 
Jews is unbecoming a man in his high po- 
sition. His declaration that a Jewish juror 
almost invariably decides in favor of a Jew 
that is up for trial is a base slander, and 
no one knows it better than he. 

The time has come to let the world know 
that the Jew is not an American citizen by 
sufferance only. He does not ask for privi- 
leges. He asks for his rights.

DISCUSS HEALTH OF WORKERS 


Occupational Disease Commis- 
sion Holds First Meeting. 


AIDED. BY A COINCIDENCE. 


‘Will Be Benefited by Researches of 


Prof. C. R. Henderson in Europe. 


The occupational disease commission pro- 
vided for by the state legislature two years 
ago held its first meeting yesterday after- 
noon, and after a short executive session, at 
which officers and committees were elected, 
decided to defer any recommendations to 
the legislature for two years more. It will, 
however, ask the legislature for money with 
which to carry on investigations on which 
future recommendations may be based. 

A happy coincidence will enable the com- 
mission to make considerable headway 
whether the legislators appropriate money or 
not. The coincidence is the trip of Prof. C. 
R. Henderson of the University of Chicago to 
Europe to study occupational diseases for 
the American Labor Legislation society. As 
Prof. Henderson is a member of the commis- 
sion his researches will work to the benefit 
of that body. 


To Be Absent Six Months. 

Spain, France, Germany, and Switzerland 
will be the scenes of Prof. Henderson's 
work. He will leave Chicago March 19 and 
be gone six months. He will make a careful 
study of the diseases to which workingmen 
are subject as a result of their occupations, 
the causes and effects of poisons which are 
the by-products of industrial processes, and 
the legislative measures that continental 
countries have adopted to remedy these evils. 

It is said there are about thirty diseases 
which annually take a large toll of human 
life and are brought on solely by the occu- 
pation of the laborer. As these diseases 
invariably strike the bread winner of the 
family they are peculiarly hurtful and dis- 
astrous to the general prosperity of the 
laboring classes. Many of these diseases 
can be greatly restricted or eliminated by 
proper legislation governing conditions in 
the various industries. 

Plan for Investigation. 

A committee was appointed by the commis- 
sion to prepare a list of the occupational dis- 
eases prevalent in Illinois and to formulate 
a plan for their investigation. Dr. G. W. 
Webster, president of the state board of 
health, was elected president of the commis- 
sion and Prof. C. R. Henderson secretary. 
The initial meeting of the commission was 
held with only Wix members present. Dr.

Mail carriers and clerks in the postoffice 
are protesting against the enforcement of a 
set of new rules recently sent to the Chi- 
cago postoffice for the government of the 
delivery men.

The carriers particularly are wrought up 
over the long hours they are compelled to 
work as a result of the enforcement of the 
new seven deliveries a day system in the busi- 
ness district.

The new rules provide for marks of merit 
and demerit, which, Pregident O' Laughlin 
eaid, the carriers believe will work to their 
detriment.

W. L. Fisher Says Appraisal of SOUGHT IBI BUSSE 


Southern Lines Is Too High. 


THINKS $500,000 IS ENOUGH. 


Believes Company Would Accept Offer 
of Even a Lower Amount. 


That 3500 000 is a fair valuation of the 
property gf the Southern railway company, 
which operates the old Twenty-second street 
and divergent car lines, was told the City 
club yesterday by Walter L. Fisher, spe- 
celal traction attorney for the city, during a 
discussion upon the pending ordinance which 
is eXpected to come before the council to- 
monow night. 

The difference between that figure and 
$775,000, the valuation as appraised by the 
ccmmission appointed by the council! trans- 
portation committee to determine the value 
of the property pending its sale to the City 
railway company or its acquisition by the 
city, was the reason for the discussion. 

Prof. Willard E. Hotchkiss, chairman of 
the City club’s transportation committee, 
opened the discussion. He said he was of 
the opinion that the council] transportation 
committee might have given more publicity 
to the details of the ordinance, as it was not 
at all clear what the $776,000 named in the 
erdinance was for. 


Aldermen Lack Information. 

George E. Hooker, secretary of the club, 
said he had tried to get information from 
several aldermen, but found none who was 
familiar with the ordinance they expect to 
consider at the next meeting. 

Mrs, Fisher said the lump amount above 

000 was thrown in to obtain a settle- 

ment with the company and to get the entire 
matter in shape so that a sale could be per- 
fected. He said the company had many 
claims which it considered should have been 
taken into consideration by the appraisers, 
and that the committee considered it wise to 
compromise on a lump sum. 

„ Personally,” said Mr. Fisher, I believe 
the company would accept any figure above 
$450,000 that was offered, although the offi- 
olals declare they will accept nothing less 
than the amount named in the ordinance. 
That amount is $90,000 less than the estimate 
they placed upon the property and from 
which they said they would not budge. But 
they did and I believe they would accept 
much less. 

Reason for Lower Estimate. 

“Their tangible property is estimated at 
$520,000 and in the process of rehabilitation 
about $80,000 will be sacrificed by sending a 
large quantity of the. property \to the scrap 
heap. Taking that point into consideration it 
would leave the property worth but $440, 000 
to the purchener. = 


AMBULANCE PULLED BY CROWD.

Arnold on Different Tack. 

With this theory that the mayor's inquiry is 
directed primarily into the affairs of the 
City railway in general credenee, there also 
is a report that Chief Engineer Arnold's in- 
epection deals primarily with the affaires of 
the railways company. The former has com- 
pleted $15,000,000 worth of its rehabilitation 
work and the latter only $9,500,000. 

Mr. Arnold's own statements substantiate 
this rumor to some extent. His work is done 
by assisiants under the direction of Account- 
ant Tompkins of the controller's office. 

I suspected that certain charges made by 
one of the companies in the partnership ac- 
count had been incorrectly charged,” he 
said. ‘‘ They related to construction, ma- 
terial, and labor, and might have been due 
to the fact that the board did not assume 
charge of the two companies at he same 
time. The account for the period during 
which it did not have control over one of the 
roads had to be taken from that company’s 
books, and it was there, if anywhere, that 
inaccuracies crept into the books. The 
amount will not run over $150,000, and as it 
merely is a question of how these items 
should have been entered, a special confer- 
ence may be all that is required for readjust- 
ment.“ 

With reference to the charges of extra va- 
gance made by a morning newspaper against 
the board, Mr. Arnold said the operating ex- 
penses were held at the lowest possible mini- 
mum, and that at the end of a year, when 
the rehabilitation of the roads will have been 
completed, they will be cut at least 75 per 
cent, although the continued existence of the 
board will be necessary. 


GET ROOM IN MARIE CHAPEL.

GOES T0 RECEIVER 


Judge Kohlsaat Orders Bonds 
Worth $566,719 Turned 
Over to Potter. 


ALL PARTIES APPROVE: 


Court’s Action Follows Approval 
of the Plan by Company’s 
Contract Holders. 


In compliance with petitions of Edwin A 
Potter, receiver for the American Guaranty 
company, and A. F. Cross, representing the 
contract holders’ committee, Judge C. C. 
Kohleaat yesterday entered an order direct- 
ing the Royal Trust company to turn over to 
the receiver $566,719, the trust fund he!d as 
security for contracts between the guaranty 
company and its contract holders. The order 
will be presented Monday. 

Request on the part of the receiver that 
such an order be entered was seconded 
by the contract holders. In a similar peti- 
tion to the court. This latter petition stipu- 
lated that the receiver be specifically in- 
structed to take care of contract holders’ in- 
terests in disposition of this fund. 

The act of the court ends the controversy 
between the receivership and the Royal Trust 
company and is the settlement advocated by 
Judge Kohlsaat at the time the dispute first 
arose between the receiver and the trustee. 


Receiver’s Demand Refused. 

Directly upon the appointment of the re- 
ceiver demand was made üpon the Royal 
Trust company for this $500,000 deposit 
which constituted reserve protection for the 
contract holders. 

Officers of the Royal Trust company at 
that time refused to pay over the amount, 
claiming the company would have no protec- 
tion in the event that the contract holders 
were treated as all other creditors in the 
division of the assets of the guaranty com- 
pany. The trust company demanded that 
the contract holders be represented in court 
when an order directing transfer of the trust 
fund to the receiver was entered, 

Throughout the dispute the receiver con- 
tended that time and money both were saved 
by having but one disbursing agent. Attor- 
neys for the receiver argued that the Royal 
Trust company had gone out of business—it 
recently was absorbed by the Central Trust 
company—and that the funds consequently 


would be in safer hands if turned over to 


the administration. 


Argue Question of Safety. 

The question of the safety of the fund in 

the Royal Trust company’s hands came up 
for discussion before Judge Kohlsaat during 
the day, and Levy Mayer, counsel for the 
receiver, accused the trust company of mak- 
ing alterations in a number of certificates of 
deposit held as a part of the trust fund se- 
curities. 
‘ “When the Royal Trust company knew 
that the Guaranty Trust company was about 
to be dissolved,’’ said Mr. Mayer, so that 
the guaranty company would pe in the con- 
dition it is now, changes were made in dates 
of maturity of certain certificates of deposit. 
James B. Wilbur, who was president of the 
Royal Trust company, placed one of these 
certificates in a bank which your honor's 
receiver would not use as a depository.’’ 

“You have no right to make that state- 
ment,” exclaimed Attorney Edgar A. Ban- 
croft, representing the company. Your 
honor, Mr. Mayer is mistaken.’’ 

„Pm not. I know what I am talking 
about, said Mr. Mayer. I am not going 
to say what bank that deposit was made in 
because that would be unfair, but the fund 
was not safe there. 

Asks for Simple Solution. 

Arguing to the court that the trust fund 
mould be turned over to the receiver because 
the Royal Trust company had gone out of 
business, Mr. Mayer said: 

It is obvious that it will be safer with the 
administration than with a company that is 
not doing business. The trust company never 
had title to it anyway. It held it only under 
a contract in which the guaranty company 
was the dictator. The present holder of the 
fund would need a receivership in adminis- 
tering it. 

Another feature that entitles the receiver 
to this amount is the fact that it represents 
a certain asset. The Royal Trust company 
that a part of that 
fun represents an amount due to the guaranty 
company to reimburse it for loans made on 
contracts. The receiver will keep that por- 
tion of the fund apart and will see that it 
goes only to those who are entitled to receive 
it. All the assets of the company should be 
marshalled under one administration.“ 

The petition by the contract holders’ com- 
mittee asked that the fund be distributed as 
s0oop as possible.

After adjournment and following the 
court’s order with reference to transfer of 
the fund Attorney Bancroft offered an ex- 
planation of the charge made by the re- 
céiver’s attorney. 

“There was no altering of the maturity 
dates on the certificates of deposit. What 
could be so construed happened just once. 
The Royal Trust company had a. small 
amount in an out of town bank. When that 
certificate matured the amount was trans- 
ferred to a Chicago bank, a safer institu- 
tion. 

“ When the deposit wae made in the new 
place we simply accepted a certain maturity 
date without consulting the guaranty com- 
pany. It was a small matter and entitled to 
no consideration.“

LITTLE CHANGE IN CLAUSE. 


Public Utilities and Civil Service See- 
tions Also Passed On. 


Shall members of the- school board re- 
ceive salaries of §2.000 a year, or shall they 
serve only for the honor of the position? 

This question was discussed yesterday of at 
the meeting of the charter committee in the 
office of Ald. Mijton J. Foreman. It was de- 
cided that the educational section of the 
old charter, which provided for a salary for 
school board members, should remain sub- 
stantially as it is. 

The committee also discussed the public 
utilities and civil service sections of the old 
charter, and passed them substantially as 
they were, the only proposition open to argu- 
ment being the provision that it shall be 
optional with the civil service commission 
and heads of departments to discharge em- 
ployés without trial. 

Views of Members Differ. 

Several members of the committee were 
in favor of sending the bill down to the leg- 
islature with the provision that the members 
of the school board should. receive no salary, 

I think. said Walter Fisher, “ this mat- 
ter should be left with the city council. If 


it wants to give the board members salaries, 


it should have the right to do so. Some of 
the members of the board will be poor men 
and it is right that they should receive some 
remuneration fer the time they put in.“ 


Left to the City Council. 

Chairman Kittleman said he thought the 
school board should be on some other basis 
than that of dollars and cents. He said, 
however, that the legislature probably would 
do what it wants to about that matter any 
way and the committee might as well pass 
the section up to Springfiela. 

A vote was taken on the proposition and 
the section was passed with the exception 
that the word shall in the sentence tho 
council shal have power to appropriate 
a salary to members of the board of educa- 
tion, was changed to may,“ on the mo- 
tion of Ald. Foreman. 


RAILWAY MEN TO FORM CLUB. 


Will Meet on Saturday and Start Or- 
ganization Along Social and 
Business Lines. 


A meeting of the railway office men of Chi- 
cago has been called for next Saturday to 
organize a railway men’s club, Its object 
is to afford better opportunities than now 
exist for forming acquaintances among and 
association between the department chiefs 
and their immediate subordinates on the 
various railways. It is believed that the 
tremendous extent of the transportation in- 
terests of Chicago and the large num- 
ber of men in the service of the various com- 
panies make an organization of this kind 
aesirable. On the staffs of the executive 
traffic, operating, accounting, and legal de- 
partments of the twenty-three roads enter- 
ing Chicago and the many others having 
offices here it is believed that there are up- 
wards of 1,000 men of the grade of chief 
clerks, secretaries, and their superiors who 
would find a club ef this nature advantageous 
for many reasons besides the merely social 
features. 

The movement had its inception in the 
Rock Island Railway club. which has been 
in existence for over two years and occupies 
comfortable headquarters at 10 Sherman 
street. opposite the Board of Trade. Its 140 
members will form the nucleus of the new 
association.

‘Will Run First Class Through 
Passenger Train Service 


Via Kansas City. 


AGREE ON FREIGHT PLAN 


——— 


Arrangement Likely to Divert 
Much Merchandise to the St. 
Louis Gateway. 


Announcement was made yesterday of a 
traffic agreement between the Harriman and 


Gould roads whereby the Union Pacific and 
the Wabash will operate through passenger 
service via Kansas City. 

Negotiations are also being conducted by 
the traffic officials of the two roads for an 


agreement to interchange freight business 


at the same point. This will apply to the 
southern branch line of the Union Pacific 


from Denver to Kansas City, which handles 


much business destined for St. Louis and 
eastern points that can be reached directly 
by the Wabash but for which the Union Pa- 
cific main line from Cheyenne to Omaha 
would be a roundabout route. 

Some time in April a new through train 
will be put in operation from St. Louis to 
Denver, using the Wabash line as far west as 
Kansas City. This train will leave St. Louis 
at 2:30 p. m., and arrive at Denver at 5:25 
p. m., the next day. Returning it will leave 
Denver at noon and arrive at St. Louis at 
5:30 p. m. the following day. 

All of the Wabash connections at St Louis 
therefore will be feeders for the Harriman 
system, and the Union Pacific business west 
of Denver, except that on the main line to 
Omaha, will be carried by the Wabash east 
of Kansas City. 


Old Rumor Denied Again. 

Thesannouncement Caused a revival of the 
rumor that Harriman ultimately would as- 
sert control over the Gould lines, but it is 
authoritatively denied that the move has 
any other than a traffic significance. 

The Wabash for some time has sought to 
perfect arrangements to develop an increase 
of through freight business over its St. Louis 
line and has interchanged both freight and 
passenger business with the Santa Fé at 
Lexington Junction, Mo., just east of Kansas 
City. 

It is said the Union Pacific main line, con- 
necting with the Northwestern at Omaha, 
has as much traffic as it can profitably handle. 
but that the Kansas City line is in a position 
to handle a much greater volume of traffic 
than it is getting. With the idea of develop- 
ing the traffic on this line Harriman has re- 
cently expended large sums for its improve- 
ment. 

Buch an agreement would be a favorable 
one for the Wabaeh, which has a direct line 
from St. Louis to Buffalo via Decatur, III., 
and would undoubtedly have an important 
bearing on the future of Chicago's trade. It 
might divert to the St. Louis gateway large 
quantities of freight which now pass through 
this city. From New England points to New 
York and California points the route is 
much shorter through St. Louis than through 
Chicago, and if equal facilities are furnished 
for its movement, traffic will seek the shorter 
route. 

Harriman recently made arrangements to 
merease his traffic from the south by a 
traffic agreement with the Kansas City 
Southern, which connects Kansas City with 
the Gulf of Mexico.

Legislative Aid-for Un- 
fortunates. 


EYE ON HIGHER PLACES. 


Civil Service Commission Wants 
Powers Extended Toward 
the Top. 


Springfield, III., March 6.—[Special.}—The 
state board of charities will ask the legisia- 
ture to provide three colonies for epileptics 
in the state. They seek appropriations to- 
taling $803,000 for this purpose. 

The forthcoming biennial report of the 
state board of charities will advance six ar- 
guments for the colonization plan. They are: 

First, the possibility of the care of many 
epileptics not fit subjects for institutions of 
any other class. 

Second, the other institutions are relieved 
and their possibilities increased along their 
proper lines of activity. 

Third, in a special institution it is possible 
to utilize the labor of this class to a greater 
extent than in the general institution. 

Fourth, the segregation of epileptics pre- 
vents to a certain extent the propegation 
of the disease by the marriage of epileptics. 

Fifth, study of the disease is encouraged, 

Sixth, restraint is possible when needed, 
and the greatest freedom at other times, 


What Board Wants Done. 

These reasons will be advanced to the legis- 
lators ip an effort to get them to follow the 
example of New York, Ohio, Massachusetts, 
Kansas, and other commonwealths in provid- 
ing state epileptic colonies. The assembly 
has been asked: 

First, to make provision in state colonies 
for all the epileptics now in the hospitals for 
insane institution for feeble minded, fhe 
county almehouses, and improvable epileptics 
in private homes. 

Second, to divide them into three classes 
and establish colonies for each, the first class 
to consist of the improvable epileptics, who 
may enjoy outdoor life, manual training, reg- 
ular habits, wholesome food, and amuse- 
ments; the second class to consist of the in- 
sane epllepties, to be segregated in two col- 
onies, one attached to Kankakee and the 
other to Anna hospitals for the insane; and 
the third, the feeble minded epileptica, to be 
colonized at Lincoln. 

The state board of charities asks the leg - 
islature to appropriate $110,000 to buy 4 
large site for a colony for the improvable 
class. For the colony at Kankakee, where 
would be segregated the insane epileptics 
from Elgin, Kankakee, and ‘Dunning, $258,- 
000 is needed for the construction of build- 
ings, furnishings, and maintenance. Forthe 
colony at Anna, where the insane epileptics 
at Watertown, Bartonville, Jacksonville, and 
Anna hoepitals would be segregated, $435,- 
000 ig required. 


Would Extend Civil Service. 
Extension of. the existing civi) service law 
to all institutions and departments of the 
state is urged by the Illinois civil service com- 
mission in its third annual report just pre- 
sented to Gov. Deneen. 

At present 2,343 positions in the seventeen 
charitable institutions of the state are under 
civil service. These, however, are of minor 
importance, some of them paying only $16 
per nth. The two penitentiaries, the re- 
formatory at Pontiac, and all of the depart- 
ments centering in the capital are free from 
civil service, and in the opinion of the com- 
mission these should be included in the 
civil service lists, Besides making the service 
uniform the commission contends that there. 
should be civil service positions worthy the 
efforts of big men, who are thought to fight 
shy of the present appointive plan in some in- 
stances. Some of these places the commis- 
sion contends, notably. those of instructors 
in schools for the deaf, should be open at the 
discretion of the commission for competition 
for all citizens of the United States, 
Considerable emphasis also is placed upon 
the use of oral examinations in the selec- 
tion of candidates for some places, and the 
services rendered by high grade men in 
various lines who have served on examining 
boards. 

Regarding nursing and attendance, the re- 
port says: 

“ The nursing force has been improved im- 
mensely by. the addition of graduate nurses 
in the institutions. The medical staffs have 
been bullt up and increased. Young, active 
physicians are entering the service. The en- 
gineering forces have been roved, ex- 
perienced men are entering the service, and 
the commission constantly is increasing the 
effectiveness of“ its examinations, thereby 
shutting out incompetente.” 


State Stingy with Schools? 

The unpleasing discovery that. Lilinois is 
among the stingy states of the union as re- 
gards state appropriations for the mainte- 
nance of sc ls and asa state has no partiec- 
ular credit due her for whatever financially 
is creditable in the common schools system 
has been made, and is substantiated by data 
gathered by Ira Woods Howerth, secretary 
of the state educational commission. . 

Th formation explains one of the rea- 
sons why school teachers in the state are paid 
as low as 30 cents a day. It also places Illi- 
nois, in actual amount of appropriations, as 
well as in percentage of total school expendi- 
tures, far below Mississippi, West Virginia,

LINCOLN ASYLUM PROPERTY. 


Lincoln, III., March 6.—{@pecial. That 


systematic robbery of the Asylum for Feeble 
Minded Children ot this city has been going 
on for years wasdiscovered yesterday by Dr. 
H. G. Hardt, superintendent, and he is in- 
vestigating. The extent of the loss is un- 
known. One man implicated admits he has 
been thieving for thirteen years; and the 
other for several years past. 

Hardt discovered the loss of bed cloth- 


and Frank Spader, employés, that they had 
stolen the and sold it to Lee Gal- 
lagher and George Ott, who lived near the 
institution. Anderson was employed in col- 
lecting laundry and ®pader at the barn, 
sleeping ‘near the barn. 4 when 
driving to the barn at noon, would leave 
laundry in the wagon, which Spader would 
secrete until dark, when he and Anderson 
would transfer it to Ott or Gallagher. They 
removed the asylum laundry marks and then 
sold the articles to neighbors. 

A search of the homes of Ott and Gallagher 
disclosed nearly a wagon load of stolen 
laundry. In the rooms of Spader and Ander- 
son another big pile of laundry was found. 
In addition, they had been stealing corn and 
selling it for 10 cents a bushel. The asylum 
employés rarely got more than a little to- 
pare and a few cents for their stolen prop- 
erty 

Dr. Hardt secured warrants for Gallagher 
and Ott on the charge of receiving stolen 
property. It is thought a dozen or more 
people in the city will be involved before the 
probe is ended.

Lake Michigan Sanimry Association Ex- 
ecutive Committee Members Urge 
Legislation to Protect Public Health. 


General action fon the protection of the 
drinking water of three states was mapped 
out at a meeting of the executive committee 
ef the Lake Michigan Sanitary. association 
held yesterday in the office of Health Com- 
missioner Evans. Legislative action will 
be asked in three.states. 

Representatives were present from Indi- 
ana, from the Illinois state laboratory, from 
the Chicago department of bealth, from the 
University of Illinois, from Racine, from 
Milwaukee, and from the North Shore San- 
itary aseociation, composed of cities from 
Evanston to Waukegan: 

The formation of sanitary districts com- 
posed of large towns near each other was 
advocated so the questions of water supply 
and sewage disposal might be hand! na 
large scale and according to scifftific 
methods. 

The passage of a law in Ilinois to prevent 
the pollution of streams used to supply drink- 
ing water aleo was asked. The committee 
also recommended the establishment of a 
commission to make a thorough study of U- 
linois water supply.

Lady Dorothy Neville Stands Up for 
West End Society. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 6. — Tue of Lon- 
don's recent denunciation of the catty 
predominant in many west end dra 
rooms has caused many little tempests 
among the teacups. ‘His lordship has been 
taken to task severely, among othera by Lady 
Dorothy Neville, whose Jong experience in 
London society entities her to speak with 
some authority on the subject. 

Lady Dorothy is the author of several 
volumes of interesting recollections covering 
the better part of a century, and a woman 
whose powers of observation in general re- 
main unimpaired by her advanced age. She 
doesn’t think London society is so black as 
the bishop would paint it. In the course ofa 
conversation on the subject Lady Dorothy 
said: ; 

“TI am inclined to think the bishop's asser- 
tion is altogether too sweeping. No doubt 
he wished particularly to impress upon the 
girls to whom he was speaking the conse- 
quence which accrue from allowing that 
catty spirit to gain a hold on them, and with 
that object in view probably has emphasised 
his point too strongly. But to say that he 
has come across the catty spirit again and 
again in the drawing rooms he visits is un- 
kind. 

Can’t See It the Bishop’s Way. 
“I have a great number of friends and I 


must say I do not see anything at all of what 
the bishop calls the curse of the west end. 


Of course, one can always point to a few of 
one’s acquaintances, who merit the Ferm 
* catty,’ but these few stand out ntly 
from the rest and cannot be taken as & fair 
example of the general society to be met in 
ore’s friends’ drawing rooms. 

“The bishop wae right to ddvise the giris 

to stand out against that sort of thing Such 
a spirit grows on one almost unconsciously 
and the tendency always is to say catty 
things about some one against whom we 
have a special grievance, but nowadays that 
spiteful spirit may be taken as being no more 
serious than a bad temper, a selfish nature, 
or a sharp tongue. 
“The girls of today compare favorably 
with those of fifty years ago. Indeed, they 
are a distinct improvement. The different. 
lives they lead tends to improve them both 
bodily and mentally. They are becoming 
more maniike. Not but what I could find 
an equal number of men who might be justly 
accused of possessing a catty spirit. 

“The outdoor existence they lead broadens 
their minds, they become more charitable 
toward thelr neighbors, and less inclined to 
fid fault, and, having less time on their hands 
in which to pull their friends to pieces, they 
are not so likely to run the chance of being 
called ‘ old cats.’ 

Some Excuse.Sixty Years Ago. 

“There was perhaps some excuse sixty 
years ago for girls who were brought up in 
strict seclusion at home, who were allowed 
only a certain amount of recreation and that 
of a mild order and who in consequence 
found time hanging heavily on their hands 
to backbite their friends, but today the girls, 
who are almost as fre as their brothers and 
who have’so many outside interests in life, 
have no excuse whatever. 

“The girls should remember that a catty 
spirit denotes a mean, small mind. All right 
minded women should be above such petty 
spite and cattiness, as indeed I am inclined 
to think they are, as far as our own ex- 
perience goes.”

Despoiler of Luxembourg Statues Hid in 
Gardens and Bench Artist’s Paint 
Aided Him in Desecration.

PARIS, March 6—The Royalists at Paris 
continue to make demonstrations of a sort 
which attract some amount of public atten- 
tion, but otherwise are ineffective. Their 
latest act is the mutilation of a statue in 
Luxembourg gardens. This statue, which 
was erected to Scheurer Kestner, stands di- 
rectly in front of the palace of Luxem- 
bourg. It is in the form of an obelisk, fanked 
by statues of Truth and Justice. 
Truth’s mirror was broken and the sword 
of Justice was destroyed. As for the medal- 
lion which represented Scheurer Kestner, 
that was entirely destroyed. Finally the 
statue’s obelisk and medallion were painted 
red and at the base an inscription read “ Vive 
le Roi! A bas Republique!’’ | 

Examination of the garden disclosed the 
fact that a certain number of other statues 
bore the same inscriptions painted in bright 
red. Among these were the statues of Mar- 
guerite de Valois, Marie de Medicis, and 
Marguerite d’Anjou. 

Water and sandpaper destroyed their in- 
scriptions in short order, but K was impos- 
sible to get all the paint off Justice and 
Truth. One man, it was discovered, had done 
everything. He had concealed himself in the 
gardens before the closing hour in a little 
pavilion. The paint had been left by a painter 
who was painting the benches of the garden.

on record. Three hundred and eighty-four 
Rankles in British Hearts. persons are charged with . to a 
eriminal organization for robbery of mer- 
chandise on the Russian railway between 
1905 and 1907 during the worst period of the 
revolutionary disorders. Over 817.000 000 
worth of property was stolen on two railways 
alone. 

The accused belong to three categories— 
viz: the professional thievee, or men who 
became so during the political revolt; re- 
sponsible and often high railway officials, 
and many retall traders. Valuable freight 
Was removed daily from trains on orders tel- 
egraphed from the chief railway centers by 
the heads of the gang. The loot was stored 
in the government railway sheds by the gov- 
ernment employés, who acted as receivers. 
They systematically disposed of their hauls | 
by holding special sales to the retailers, who, 
in their turn, disposed of the stolen goods in 
ordinary business. 

During the two years’ period of the gang's 
activity the government did nothing to pro- 
tect the business firms against the pillage of 
goods in transit. The whole railway policy 
was directed towards protecting the govern- 
ment treasure and preventing the renewal of 
the general strike. 


OCCASIONAL WHIFF OF OPIUM 
HARMLESS, THESE FOLKS SAY. 


British Government Commission De- 
clares That Practice, if Indulged in 
Moderation, Doesn’t Hurt. 


AMERICANS TOO PROMINENT, SHOWS BROADENING MARKET 
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[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON. March 6.—King Edward has 5 
gone to Paris on the way to Biarritz, leaving : 
behind him just a little trace of an unpleas- 
ant feeling on the part of a portion of his 
loyal subjects. It will be remembered that 
his majesty’s last sojourn at Biarritz gave 
rise to some criticism. 

On the death of Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman Mr. Asquith had to go to Biarritz to 
take the oath of premier, a departure from 
precedent which provoked a number of per- 
sons into the declaration that a constitu- 
tional monarch like King Edward should 
have come to England instead of summoning 
his prime minister to foreign soil. There 
was some open criticism along these lines in 
the newspapers, but much harsher things 
were said in private. 

Curiously enough, among the king’s critics 
pome of the most denunciatory were two or 
three women who aspire to play an important 
role in English political life. Possibly there 
was a trace of international jealousy at the 
bottom of these feminine comments, for it is 
a matter of common gossip that the king said 
he enjoyed his Biarritz visit particularly be- 
cause of his American friends there. In fact, 
his majesty’s well known liking for his Amer- 
ican hostesses never was shown in more pro 
nounced fashion than during his sojourn last 
year at Biarritz. 

Resents Enmity of Public. 

Whether or not King Edward ever took 
notice of the private criticisms made of his 
remaining in Biarritz he evidently greatly 
resented the public animadversion. His 
majesty is peculiarly susceptible to public 
opinion. The good will and liking of his 
subjects probably have been more directly 
the objective he has aimed at in his various 
undertakings than the benefit of the coun- 
try. The one, of course, comprised the 
other. but Edward VIL. is not a man to have 
pursued a policy making for unpopularity 
because of the conviction that it is a good 
policy. 

Consequently, the attacks upon him be- 
cause of the Biarritz-Asquith episode have 
rankled. Evidence of this was given just 
before his departure on Friday, when at 
royal instigation a note was sent out to the 
press calling attention to the fact that the 
King's visit to Biarritz was not in the nature 
of a holiday, but was undertaken at the sug- 
gestion of his medical advisers. 


Papers Warned to Be Good. 

The newspapers were inferentially warned 
not to repeat the error some of them made 
n year ago. British journals are, of course, 
too much on their dignity to take umbrage 
openly at this, but it cannot be said that 
the lesson which the king has read to them 
has been particularly pleasing to English 
journalism as a whole. 

Those at whom the royal reprimand was 
directly aimed see in it an effort to muzzle 
the press and the prerogative of criticism, 
while those who had not offended consider 
that it was an unfortunate departure from 
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In the unusually large volume, wide range, 

and general importance of the properties 
dealt in, the week’s market proved to be of 
a particularly interesting and encouraging 
character.

The feature of the week’s market was, of 
course, the lease by William M. Cahn, presi- 
dent of the Progress Tailoring company, 
from Eugene K. Butler of the property at 
48-54 State street, between Lake and Ran- 
dolph streets, at the southwest corner of 
Couch place, for a term of ninety-nine years. 
The lease is particularly interesting because 
of the strong values established, $116 a 
square foot and $9,584 a front foot for an 
eighty foot lot, and also as illustrating the 
sharp advance made in this property during 
the last twelve years from $365,000, the price 
paid by Mr. Butler to John Kranz in 1896, to 
$738,000, the present leasing value of the 
property. | 
It also is interesting as meaning another 
new modern building on that street, which 
under the terms of the lease is to be not less 
than twelve stories high and is expected to 
cost from $600,000 to $800,000. The building 
clause in the lease provides that its comple- 
tion may be delayed to 1924, but it is believed 
the new building will materialize within the 
next few years.

LONDON, March 6.—The startling opinion 
that opium smoking in moderation is harm- 
less is expressed by the government com- 
mission which has been inquiring into the 
use of the drug in the Straits Settlement. 

With the exception of those medical prac- 
titioners who hold views strongly opposed 
to opium,“ say the commisioners in a report 
issued this week, the medical witnesses 
are practically unanimous in the belief that 
the practice in moderation is relatively harm- 
less. A great-majority of the evils alleged 
to result from the habit are applicable only 
to cases of opium sots, smokers who indulge 
to an extent comparable with habitua? drunk- 
ards’ indulgence in alcohol.“ 

The report quotes employers of coolies, the 
majority of whom are opium smokers, to 
the effect that they do the same work that 
abstainers do. The commissioners, having 
regard to these facts, declared the evils not 
sufficient to justify legislative interference 
with the traffic in the Straits.

It costs very little to make the home com- 
fortable, in good taste, and even luxurious— 
that is, if you have a clear understanding of a 
few fundamental principles. This knqwledge

Lighting a room, for instance. It doesn't 
cost any more to place a lamp, gas-fixture, or 
electrolier where it will preserve the restfulness 
of shadow and yet send plenty of light where 
it is needed.

In fact, they will have gained, for they will know that they still have 
something to strive for in the line of greater technical perfection, and they also will 
realize that they have in their work a valuable element which seems wanting in a 
measure in that of the visitors—emotional and dramatic intensity in interpretation. 
The Canadians possess supreme excellencies as regards the purely technical, but our 
own organizations are not without compensating merits of their own. 


Yearly Test of Voices Imperative. 


One thins that all of our choral societies can learn from the Toronto choir—end it. 


is a lesson of paramount importance—is the need of yearly examinatio# of the vocal 
material composing the chorus. The Apollo club last spring decided upon ‘the obliga- 
tory testing of all its singers. The weeding out of all the vocally inferior and incom- 
petent members resulted in such a betterment of the choral power of the club that the 
work accomplished this year has caused surprise and delight through being so superior 
to that done in previous seasons. 

That such a complete revision should take place every autumn is imperative, and it 
we earnestly to be hoped that the visit of the Toronto choir will have sufficiently im- 
pressed the directors of the Apollo club so that they, instead of letting the revision be 
optional according to the desire of the board, will insist upon its being obligatory. 
Only in that way can the high standard the club has set itself this year be maintained. 
And no member who has the real welfare of the club at heart can possibly take excep- 
tion to the enforcement of such a rule. For even should the enforcement bring about 
his own dismissal he should be ready for the sacrifice if the club’s betterment can be 
thus obtained. That seems to be the spirit in the Mendelssohn choir of Toronto, and 
none of our local organizations should be behind its Canadian fellow im this respect. 

‘Many have wondered concerning the exceptional proficiency of the Toronto singers. 
It was learned during their stay here that the club in its present form is in its ninth 
season, having been organized in 1900, Mr. Vogt had a choral body under his leadershi> 
from 1894 to 1897; when he disbanded it, taking charge of the larger choir three years 


later. e

The choir ‘begifis rehearsals In Septembér of each year, a thorough reorganization 
taking place every autumn and only such singers as can pass the severe test examina- 
tion as to voice and musicianship being admitted. With the commencement of October 
two reheatsals are held every week, and frequently one or two rehearsals of separate 
parts are called. The members, therefore, must place from two to four evenings of 
each week at the disposal of the study. 

Concerts are not given until February, when in a single week five concerts are 
offered. This festival becomes the event of the entire region, people going hundreds of 
miles to attend. The concerts are held in Massey hall, which seats some 5,000 persona. 
Tickets, which are offered first to subscribers and then to the public, are taken t) Ve 


full capacity of the hall for every concert weeks ahead.

More Enthusiasm than in Chicago. 

It will be gathered from these few facts that conditions in Toronto are different 
There evidently is an enthusiasm for chorus work there 
that is greater than exists among us. Furthermore, the manner of life must be such 
as is unknown in our hurrying city. It would be impossible in Chicago to find 250 
singers who would devote two to four egenings each week to rehearsal, even if their 
enthusiasm for the work and the cause were of the heartiest sort. Such are the dis- 
tances and such the claims upon time here that people cannot find the leisure for giving 
half the evenings in each week to a single line of work. 

It also is doubtful if in Chicago, with all its huge population, such a high percentage 
of singers could be found a& there seem to be in Toronto. I am told that in addition 

the Mendelssohn choir there are six other choral organizations, all of which do 
pretentious and important work. The voices in these other six are not so fine in qual- 
ity as are those in the Mendelssohn, but they none the less are declared to be good, 
and the average of work done of high standard. Not in Chicago could such an abun- 
dance of material be found, and it is therefore evident that the proportion of people 
who sing is uncommonly large in Toronto. 

This gives to a choir such as Mr. Vogt has formed excellent opportunities for ob- 
taining fine voices. The material he has brought together is of truly extraordinary 
quality. Such purity and clarity in the tenor section and such beauty and fineness in 
the sopranos ate possible only when voices of best quality and excellent training are at 
disposal. The fact that in Toronto music is carefully taught in the public schools and 
that every child is made to read music at sight and to sing creates not only musical 
understanding and appreciation but actual technical proficiency. The having of some 
135 churches and the devoting of much attention to choir music in these churches 
give continuance of musical employment to the young folk who have been educated in 
the art in the schools, and the choral] conductor has a task comparatively easy when he 
decides to organize a chorus. 

These are some of the conditions which make it possible for the Toronto singers 
te do such exceptional work. Mr. Vogt must be an unusual disciplinarian and a most 
capable musician, but, without wishing in anywise to belittle his recognized ¢apabilities 
or disparage his high achievements, the fact remains that a large part of his wonderful 

is due to the rare material he has been able to gather together. He has been 
@specially fortunate, and that he has been we in Chicago may well regard as a matter 
for congratulation, for he has placed before us in the week just ended choral singing

Vogt Spreads Interest in Choir Work. 

Mr. Vogt has helped to spread interest in choral work, because the audiences which 
have heard the choir have come not only from Chicago itself but from towns and cities 
Such an interest must result in deeper desire for similar 
entertainment from local organizations both here and in the places from which these 
patrons have come. The traveling about the country of such an organization means 
the spreading of musica! interest and culture, and of such visits and visitors we cannot 
have too many. 

Leopold Godowsky, who for several gears was a prominent figure in Chicago's 
musical life and who since his departure for Berlin some ten years ago has occupied 
one of the most conspicuous places in the pianistic and pedagogic world of Europe, has 
given up his residence in Berlin and become the head of the new Master School 
which has been founded in Vienna.

In the palities of the theater the brothers Frohman are conservatives. Charles 
ot chat distinguished name deals with proved plays or proved playwrights.

Still, being a con- 
servative, he is more inclined to smile at the storm of protest they have aroused than 
frown sullenly at what many speak of as the condition of sodden and hopeless de- 
pravity into which the drama has sunk. 

“I do not write often to the newspapers,” said Daniel Frohman last week, dur

THE JUDGES AND LAW REFORM. 
Tue Tinu is naturally gratified that 
by the Circuit 


its suggestion of action 
and Superior courts in initiating a move- 
ment for procedural reform has been 
favorably considered by the latter court. 
We understand that a similar action is 
under consideration by some of the Cir- 
cuit court judges and we trust both 
courts will proceed without delay to con- 
fer and to formulate recommendations. 

Tue Tsun is fully aware of the 
difficulties in the way of thoroughgoing 
amendment of present conditions, but it 
believes a beginning should be made ‘n 
some such influential and authoritative 
way as that which now promises. 

It is true that defects in the present 
judicial organization and in the admin- 
istration of the law generally are not as 
apparent nor as onerous in the country 
as in Cook county. Yet the taxpayers 
of the state are now facing a further 
burden in the proposed reapportionment 
and judicial increase bills, and if the 
state press engages in the necessary edu- 


i cational campaign it may be shown that 


the reforms go grievously called for in 
Cook county would also materially bene- 
fit both litigants and taxpayers through- 
out the state. 

Tas TRIBUNE believes that theft is ab- 

solute unanimity of interest, however 
great the diversity of opinion, in this 
problem of reform so far as the division 
of city and country is concerned. Custom 
and tradition may be stronger in the 
country and prevailing evils less exigent. 
But what is good for the taxpayer, the 
honest litigant, and the honorable lawyer 
of the city is good for the taxpayer, the 
honest litigant, the honorable practitioner 
of the country. 
Professional conservatism, admirable 
at its best, becomes indefensible preju- 
dice and inertia at its worst. The for- 
mer, which should. guide progress, must 
be turned actively against the latter. If 
the way to more economic, speedy, and 
conclusive administration of justice is 
long, the duty lies the heavier upon us to 
be up and at the task. 


TIMBER AND TIES. 

The conservation cause gains most 
when its need is brought home to particu- 
lar interests. The recommendation of a 
committee of an association of railroad 
men is bound to carry weight. The in- 
creasing ecarcity of ties is adding ma- 
terially to the cost of railroad construc- 
tion and maintenance. The price is said 
to be rapidly approaching a prohibitive 
figure. The situation is one with which , 
railroad men have been familiar in recent 
years. . . 

Bat the engineers are not satisfied with 
knowing that a situation exists. What 
can be done about it? The recommenda- 
tion points the way. Each railroad must 
have a technical assistant who will make. 
a study of the tie problem: What is the 
visible supply? Whence is the supply 


| obtainable? How rapidly is the supply 


decreasing? What is being done toward 
regrowth of timber? What burdens rest 
upon timber lands and timber cutting? 
What regulations are there or should 
there be abont cutting timber for ties? 
Can any satisfactory substitute for timber 
ties be found? How can the railroads co- 
operate with the national government in 
its plans for conservation and forestation? 

Intelligent angwers to such and similar 
questions would have great value. The 
combined judgment of a number of rail- 
road experts of this type would be potent. 
Keeping in mind primarily selfish interests 
ef an individual corporation, these stu- 
dents of a special problem would be able 
te contribute much to the welfare of a far 
wider constituency. | 

The example shows the commercial im- 
portance of the conservation eause. There 
is far more in it than mere sentiment. It 
is easy to picture the preservation of nat- 
ural resources and the plans for renewal 
of forests as great national enterprises 
which will redound to the benefit of the 
country as a whole. It is also possible 

to show thag they have an immediate and 
vital relationship to more than one branch 


of industry. 


„CHILDREN AND THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 

Readers interested in what is being 
done in Chicago for children will recall 
what was said in Tue Trisune nearly 
a year ago respecting the “story hour 
experiment in the public library. It, will 
be remembered that through the initiative 
and beneficence of individud@ls and of sev- 
eral woman’s clubs an expert teacher and 
story teller was engaged to give in the 
main public library building and in sey- 
eral branches simple narratives from his- 
tory and the great literatures for the bene- 
fit of children. This story hour,” which 
is an established institution in the great 
system of New York, in Brooklyn, Cleve- 
land, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, and other 
progressive communities, aimed to interest 
children lacking guidance at home in the 
book treasures. or the library. Having 
awakened the curiosity of the child, the 
story teller proceeds give necessary 
directions for finding the books where it 
and similar stories are to be found.

In other cities this long has been recog- 
nized as an impoant funtion of the pub- 
These cities have children's 
rooms especially equipped for young read- 
ers, and one city has a separate chil- 
dren’s building. It is time fer Chicago 
at least to make a conservative beginning. 
This is the day of constructive work 
throughout the civic activities of Chicago. 
Broad and sane progress is the will of 
every enlightened official and. citizen. 
President Cigrand and his public spirited 
fellow trustees are doing well to consider 
and we have no doubt they will assure 
proper advance along the lines they al- 
ready have wisely approved through the 
adoption of the “story hour.” There can 
be no doubt that the dynamic influence of 
our public library should be increased for 
the benefit of the city child. 


A GREAT MOVEMENT. 

The last word in agriculture, and an im- 
portant one, is dry farming. Some idea 
of the significance of the new science was 
shown by the recent congress of dry farm- 
ers at Cheyenne, which was attended by 
about 1,000 delegates, meluding several 
from foreign countries. Few of these 
men are theorists. Almost all are prae- 
tical tillers of the soil, some on an exten- 
sive scale. 

The object of the meeting was to di 
cuss methods, and in this they had the 
advantage of advice from fellow farm- 
ers and from government experts. The 
dry farmers have set out to conquer 
the aridity of the western plains, and 
they feel certain that many million 
acres which have not been considered as 
fit residence for coyotes are not only sus- 
ceptible of cultivation but may yet he- 
come the stock fattening section of the 
country. 

There is nothing new about the basic 
principles of dry farming. It was prac- 
ticed by the ancient Egyptians and Az- 
tecs. It consists of conserving im the soil 
falls, small 
though it may be, and by fallowing one- 
half the land on alternate years raizce 
the crop with two years’ moisture. The 
conservation is done by maintaining a 
pulverized dust mulch which breaks the 
capillarity of the sun’s rays with the 
moisture underneath. Dry farming _ has 
long passed the experimental stage, “and 
the exhibitw of grain, forage, vegetables, 
and fruits raised by this means. made at 
Cheyenne were astonishing in size and 
quality. : 

When. it is known that during the last 
five years in Colorado -alone 10,000,000 
acres of arid lands have been put under 
dry farming to fhe tremendous enrich- 
ment of the state, it will be seen what 
possibilities there are in, the new science 
of agriculture. 

The eyes of the whole world are now 
upon these dry lands of western America. 
Australia, South Africa, Russia, Asia, 
and South America each have hundreds 
of millions of arid plains upon which the 
rainfall is so far below normal that they 
are useless for agriculture by the ordinary 
methods of farming. Their delegates 
have gone home full of the American 
idea which promises to chahge thé face 
of nature all over the globe.

Prince Rupert is quite as sensible in this 
matter as was his mother, and far from en- 
tertaining the slightest feeling against the 
reigning house of England represented Ba- 
varia at the funeral of Queen Victoria, and 
also at the coronat t King Edward. He 
and his charming. are perf content 
with the prospecto oming king and queen 
of Bavaria, and have no rors for the 
throne of the British empire ile no gue 
save the members of the White Rose league 
take the rights of the Bavarian descendants 
of the Stuarts to the crown of England seri- 
ously nowadays, yet during the lifetime of 
Archduke Francis, the last reigning duke of 
Modena, the uncle of Princess Louis, whose 
heir she was, an ‘unpleasant controversy 
arose between that prince and King Edward. 

It was at the time of the tnauguration of 
the international exhibition of 1878 at 
Vienna, at which the then prince of Wales 
was delegated to represent his country and 
the English crown. On learning this, the de- 

posed duke of Modena, who was living at 
. ‘lodged a strongly worded. protest, 
declaring that as descended froth the daugh- 
ter of King Charles L of England, who lost 
his head on the scaffold, he was less remotely 
connected with the Stuart dynasty than 
Queen Victoria and her children, who were 
descended, not from a daughter, but from a 
sister of King Charles, and that he was, 
therefore, the lawful king of England, and 
entitled as such to represent the British em- 
pire at' the opening of the Vienna exhibition, 

It was in vain that the Austrian authorities 
pointed out to the duke that the rights of 
his line had been annulled by the act of set- 
Flement which 200 years ago vested the 
British crown in the Protestant house of 
Hanover. The duke declined to admit the 
validity of the act of settlement, and insisted 
that England's parliament had no right to 
deprive either his ancestors or himself of a 
throne which was theire by right of legit- 
imate inheritance. 

— 

Inas much as the court ahd government of 
Austria had always championed the prin- 
ciples and doctrines upon which the old 
duke based his pretensions, they found them- 
selves in somewhat of a quandary, and were 
still endeavoring to smooth over matters 
with him when the prince of Wales hap- 
pened to hear of the issue which had been 
raised. He at once communicated with Lord 
Granville, then secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, with the result that Sir Andrew 
Buchanan, the British ambassador at Vien- 
na, was directed to intimate to the Austro- 
Hungarian chancellor, Count Andrassy, that 
if the pretensions of the duke to the Eng- 
lish throne were even permitted to be men- 
tioned at Vienna to the prince of Wales, not 
only the latter, but Hkewise the British am- 
bassador would leave the Austrian capital. 
After this it is needless to say that noth- 
ing more was heard of the duke of Mo- 
dena’s pretensions, at any rate at court, and 
I doubt if there are many people today 
who are aware that the doctrines constitut- 
ing the creed of the White Rose (that is to 
say, the Jacobite league, which has branches 
in America, notably at Boston) ever formed 
the subject of a diplomatic issue between 
the Austrian and English governments in 
modern times.

The name of Law of Lauriston has been in 
the public gye recently, in connection with 
the death of.the old marquis de Lauriston, 
at an advanced age, and through the mar- 
riage of his grandniece, Mile. Mathilde de 
Lauriston, with Comte André Boulay de la 
Meurthe. These Lauristons are descend- 
ed, not, as 30 many people seem to believe, 
from John Law, the Scotch financier, who 
figures in history as responsible for the great 
Mississippi Bubble, but from the latter's 
brother. When after the colossal crash 
resulting from the collapse of the extraor- 
inary schemes devised by John Law, in con- 
junctiom with the regent duke of Orleans, the 
former was compelled by popular execration 
to flee for his life to foreign lands, he left 
in France the widow and son of his oply 
brother. 

Fortunately the duchess of Béurbon took 
them under ber protection, and the boy, 
who had beer christened Jacques Francois, 
was given a commission in one of the regi- 
ments stationed in the East Indian depend- 
emcies of the French crown. He rose rapid 
ly, and distinguished himself so greatly that 
at the time of his death aj the age of 55 
he was generalissimo of Prange 
the orient, and governor of” Pondichery, 
where his son wa born. He had by the ad- 
vice of the duchess of Bourbon, as a young 
man adopted the name of Lauriston instead 
of Law, owing to the unenvidble notoriety 
enjoyed by the latter in connection with 
the Mississippi Bubble, and was known as 
the Chevalier de Lauriston:.Lauriston being 
the name of the country place in the vicin- 
ity of Edinburgh which had belonged to his 
grandfather, William Law, the leading gold- 
smith of the Scoteh capital. 

The chevalier de Lauriston’s son adopted, 
like his father, the profession of arms, and 
winning the friendship and good will of 
Napoleon early in the latter’s career as a 
general, became one of his principal lieu- 
tenants. At one moment, however, there 
was a rupture between them, owing to De 
Lauriston’s bitter opposition to the shooting 
of the young duc d’Enghien. But subse- 
quently a reconciliation.took place and 
Lauriston as general played a leading part 
in the battle of Wagram, receiving as a 
reward the title of count. Lauriston com- 
manded the rear guard of the French army 
in the terrible retreat from Moscow in 1812 
and was finally taken prisoner at the battle 
of Leipsic, and detained at Berlin, where, 
howeyer, he was 3 the utmost dis- 
tinction and consi 

It was not until the Nee that he 
was allowed to return to France, where the 
Bourbons, recalling his efforts in behalf of 
the duke of Enghifen, received him with open 
arms. Louis XVIII., indeed, took a great 
fancy to him, and created him commander 
of the royal guard, minister of the royal 
household, a member of the chamber ot 
peers, and bestowed upon him the title of 
marquis. The marquis who has: lately ated, 
was his grandson and heir. ‘ah

LTHOUGH King Alfonso is but 2 
years of age, and may therefore de 
justly considered as lacking in that 
judgment which is born of long ex- 
pertence in the affairs of state, yet he 
has been in by Great Britain and Ger- 
many to act rbitrator in the controversy — 
which has arisen between them with regard 
to the Walfisolo bay territory, on the West 
coast of Africa. 

It is @ controversy the merits of which it 
will be difficult to determine without giving 
offense to one or the other of parties, or 
to both; and the verdict is boun exercise 
an important upon the future econ- 
omic and political welfare of Brith South 
Africa on the one hand, and of rmany’s 
West African dependencies on the other. Per- 
haps it would have been wiser on the part of 
the youthful monarch to decline the invita- 
tion. But that it should have been tendered 
to him was an extremely gracious compll- 
ment of an international character, by which 
he could not but feel deeply honored. - 

Moreover, it constituted a tribute of dint 
man and English confidence in the integrity 
and loftiness of principle of the leading 
statesmen of Spain, upon whom Don Alfonso 
naturally will call to advise him in the mat- 
ter. It is for this reason, just becauseit was 
a compliment not alone to himself personally 
but to the Spanish nation, that Alfonso con- 
sidergs that he had no right to decline the re- 
quest to undertake the role of arbitrator and 
peacemaker between those two mighty em- 
pires, Great Britain ahd Germany, whose dif- 
ferences have been a source of so much un- 
easiness to the remainder of the great powers 
for several years. 


— 
Monarchs and chief magistrates of repub- 
lics, when they undertake to act as umpire In 


‘controversies between foreign nations as a 


rule, turn over the whole matter to their 
principal legal and political advisers, and do 
not take much f er trouble about the 
matter, beyond ng a signature to the 
opinion drawn up for their approval by peo- 
ple whom they employ for the purpose, and 
in the selection of whom the parties to the 
dispute have no voice. Unsatisfactory as 
this is, the case becomes even worse when the 
illustrious arbitrator insists on taking the 
matter in hand himself, under the impression 
that his throne or his high office has in- 
vested him with a profound knowledge of the 
intricacies of international law, without 
ever having studied the latter. 

The late King William of Holland, for in- 
stance, when asked many years ago by the 
United States and Great Britain to deter- 
mine the northeast boundary une, on the sub- 
ject of which there was a difference of opinion 
between the tWo countries, took his umpire- 
ship much au serieux, insisted on regarding 
himself as a Daniel come to judgment, de- 
clined to accept either the American or the 
English contention, and rendered a decision 
in favor of a preposterous frontier line of his 
own devising, which was not only unaccept- 
able to both countries but absolutely impos- 
sible, geographically as well as politicaliy. 
Fortunately, the matter subsequently was 
settied and set straight by the Webster-Ash- — 
burton treaty. e 


— 

One of the wisest acts of Theodore Roose- 
velt while president was in declining the 
invitation to act as arbitrator in the difficul- 
ties that arose some six years ago between 
Venezuela on the one hand and Great Britain, 
Germany, France, and Italy on the other. 
He expressed his appreciation of the flat- 
tering compliment implied by the invitation, 
but suggested that they should refer their 
differences to the international tribunal at 
The Hague for settlement. By so doing he 
increased the prestige and importance of that 
court, which by reason of its constitution is 
wholly free from that suspicion of partiality 
and of subservience to political considera- 
tions which, rightly or wrongly, are laid at 
the door of every ruler who undertakes to act 
as umpire. 

While monarchs and presidents may be 
immune from any such-suspicion at the time 
when they undertake to act as arbitrators 
in international controversies, they will al- 
ways be burdened therewith after they have 
rendered their decision, and this has been 
the experience of all of them. 

Thus there was-no more fair minded, up- 
right, and sensible sovereign in all Burope 


| than the late King Osear of Sweden a great- 


grandson of that French village notary at 
Pau whose boy rose from the ranks of a 
French dAnfantry regiment of.the line to the 
throne of Sweden and Norway. Invited to 
arbitrategn the disputes which arose at one 
time between Germany, the United States, 
and Great Britain in connection with Samoa, 
fre rendered a verdict in favor of Germany. 
which excited no end of ill feeling, both in 
this country and in England. 

Indeed, some of the London papers did not 
hesitate to assert that Oscar had been, per- 
haps unintentionally, biased in favor of Ger- 
many, by the secret military convention 
which is understood to exist between Stock- 
holm and Berlin, with a view to combined 
military and naval operations in the event of 
any German war with Russia or England. 
There is no doub that Osec ave his Sa- 
moan award in obedience to what he was 
convinced were the strict merits of the case 
and in deference to the views of his most 
trusted legal and political advisers—that is 
to say, the leading statesmen and jurists of 
Sweden. But there always will be a large 
number of people on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic who will be disposed to believe that his 
‘intimate relations, political and personal, 
with the kaiser were not without influence in 
prejudicing him, perhaps unconsciously, in

Anyway, I 
remember their necremancer and devil who 
bargained for the delivery at hell's porta! 
of one soul per year as exceedingly vivid 
melodrama. 

The phalanxes of armored but otherwise 
undressed girls, an instanily denounced new 
sight, along with the first transformation 
scene ever shown as the finishing spectacle 
of a play, with a hundred denuded giris hung 
up among its shifting views, gave notorious 
celebrity to the bold enterprise. The dan- 
cing Bonfanti and the posing Markham stood 
for contrastingly active and inert exponents 
of beauty; and a big boost was given by a 
clergyman thereafter known as Gin and Milk 
Smith, who preached a violently denuncia- 
tory sermon, and then, encountering a news- 
paper reporter who had come to the church 
too late to hear the discourse, gave a synop- 
sis of it over glasses of gin and milk in the 
back room of a neighboring saloon.

A play with Crook in its title fooled me 
some, and I went away off Broadway ex- 
pecting to see so cheap and poor a degenera- 
tion of the famous old entertainment that it 
would be worth writing about. And so it is; 
but it resembled the original in nothing else 
than displays of marching girls of much 
ability instead of none. The cohorts whom 
the beauteous Pauline Markham marshaled 
were hired for their good books at $6 a week, 
put through a few days of drill in the Ama- 
zonian tactics, and marched forth to become, 
eventually, the objects of burlesque by come- 
dians down to the present day. This 
Crook company musters twenty cory- 
phees, as they d have been called in the time 
of Bonfanti and Markham, but are known 
now as show girls. 


By their diversity of commotion they fill: 


a stage with far more gayety than that of 
the hundred merely walking and often awk- 
ward creatures who astonished New York 
forty-four years. ago. They change their 
costumes ten times, beginning with modish 
gowns that trail, passing through various 
aspects of graceful or comic garb. and cli- 
maxing with what—well, permit a disgression 
to avold literal description. Have you ever 
consulted a medical specialist who, either 
to ald him on a diagnosis or to impress you 
with his.carefulness, penciled on your surface 
the places and sizes of your vital organs as 
they ought to be? I was reminded of that 
when the score of show girls came out in 
skin tint and skin tight inclosures, and, on 
the absolutely undraped, even tintrimmed 
textile narrow tapes outlined jackets and 
knee breeches, with collars and cuffs, cra- 
vats, and garters. It was a joke im nudity 
and would justify our more sincere clergy- 
men than the Gin-and-Milk Smith of 1865 in 
a denunciation, only that thereby they would 
make money for the show. 

The modernized Bonfanti and Markham 
are worth telling you about. Have you seén 
Eva Tanguay? She used to run, leap, and 
yell as a minor feature in song and dance 
plays, doing nothing tolerable except to -be 
beautiful. At the outset of the Salome shame 
nearly a year age she did her antics in a 
state of not simuigted nakedness that would 
have .appalled people if she hadn't chalked 
her skin so that it lost the hue of nature. 
The effect on her cofiscience can’t be known, 
but the cash value of it is large, for she has 
acted continuously in New York theaters at 
a weekly salary declared at a thousand a 
week, and no doubt three-fourths of that. 
‘Well, this Crook * show has three women 
almost as handsome as Eva and younger, 
shaped and sized like her, made up in a like- 
ness of her, and capering and screeching in 
close imitation. 

The Bonfanti of the outfit is billed as the 
great Alvora,’’ premier danseuse in a ballet 
divertissement from La Scala, Milan.” Al- 
vora tricked the audience, including your 
humble servant, for it was at the Monday 
matinée of the show, and no one had been 
tipped off that Alvora was aman. He was 
slender, lithe, graceful, and a sufficiently 
clever dancer to make me muse that, after 
all, I couldn't demand Bonfanti's equal at 50 
cents, and that this makeshift was really 
tolerable. Alvora was applauded wildly, 
and at the fifth encore he pulled off his 
blonde wig, straddled like a man, and tried 
hard to make his treble voice bass in saying, 
„ thank you, gentlemen, for treating me 


like a lady.“

Are Under Ward Boss.

A fad that is rapidly developing into one 
of proportions is that of going to see the 
same play over and over again. The people 
who have this habit are known profession- 
ally (and affectionately in the profession) as 
** repeaters.”’ 

In England there is a society unique in the 
annals of dramatie history. It is called the 
Keen Order of Wallerites, and is com- 
posed of members who are enthusiastic ad- 
mirers of the popular London actor, Lewis 
Waller. There are fifty members and in a 
body they always attend both the opening 
and last night performances, not to mention 
the inbetween ones. ‘‘ Some of us have seen 
Mr. Waller as many as fifty times, while all 
of us have seen him at least thirty times,“ 
declared one of the members. 

There is no actress om the stage today who 
has a larger following of repeaters than 
Maude Adams. There is one matinée girl im 
New York,who always books seats for every 
matinée in which Miss Adams appears during 
her New York engagement. There is alsoa 
club of ten girls who attend every Saturday 
matinée. The strength of their worship can 
be judged when one knows that these girls 
deny themselves all candy and soca. while 
Miss Adams is in town and take the money 
to invest in violets for their favorite star. 

George Cohan has an unusually large fol- 
lowing among young boys, and many of them 
willingly walk miles to save enough carfare 
to see the Yankee Doodle comedian on Sat- 
urday nights. One Chicago girl who is an 
ardent admirer of the young comediam de- 
clares she never misses an opening perform- 
ance in which Mr. Cohan appears, and that 
Ine time she got upfrom a sick bed against 
the doctor's orders to attend the initial per- 
formance of George Washington Jr.“ Ten 
to twelve times is nothing for her to see him 
in one play. 

“The Merry Widow probably holds the 
record among plays for its number of re- 
peaters. Col. William Rowe. a trustee of the 
Syracuse university, claims to have seen the 
opera more times than any oneelse. He at- 
tended fifty performances of the play.

Held in Mile. Innocence,“ says: There 
is a great number of repeaters who come to 
this show om account of the number of good 
looking girls. A peculiarity of the repeater 
at a play of this kind Is his lack of enthusi- 
asm in encoring the primcipal members in 
the cast. His only reason for coming oftep 
to see the play is to see the girls.”

While eastern theatrical magnates are en- 
gaged in controversy dver the proper morale 
for dramatic and musical comedy offerings

Reports from the central and far western 
states are to the effect that Chicago's musical 
comedy output has been the most successful 
that has gone over the circuits this year. 

‘‘ Some managers have said that the people 
want things that are off color, but I don't 
believe it,“ said the manager of a playhouse 
in an Iowa town who was visiting the Chi- 
cago Rialto last week. Out my way the 
shows that came from Chicago were the ones 
the people liked best, and not one of them 
has been ‘naughty’ ”’ 

It is a fact that many musical comedy 
companies sent out from New York this sea- 
son have stranded in the west. Salome 
dances. imitation ‘“ soul kisses,“ and other 
advertised sensations have not saved them. 
The season started out with more than 300 
road companies. If you read the papers that 
circulate among the managers, however, you 
will find that only about 100 of the 300 have 
survived. Out of the 100 twenty, or about 
one-fifth, are Chicago productions.

A community of 1,000 is not 
too small for the film machine. There may 
be no matinée performances for the less 
favored papulaces, but even they at least 
get two or three nights a week @f the fun.” 

The most progressive operators vary their 
machine made entertainments with som. 
performances of local talent.“ They en 
gage the good little singers and dancers oj 
the town to fill in between numbers or hire 
the local fiddler to augment the piano manip- 
ulator—a piano almost always accompanies 
the motion pictures.

The performers frequently are “ fixed up 


with a view to attractiveness or effect. They 


are drawn from those who are otherwise 
prominent in the entertainment of the 
church or “ societies.” And once these young 
people taste public appearance an un- 
quenchable thirst developes in them for the 
stage. 

In the little town of Morris, Minn., where 
people begin to wear fur coats in October, 
three little girls supply the entertainment 
of. the nickelodeon not furnished by the 
moving pictures. The town, by the way, 
has an official population of 2,008. Two ef 
the children are the twins of the village, 
and their specialty is dancing and singing. 
The third, their older sister, is the pianist. 
They wear red waists and short blue skirts, 
and their hair is made up in a big roll, à la 
mode of the metropolitan maids and in 
differentiation from all the other girls in the 
little community—all in compliance with the 
demands of the boss.

„ dtscovered them. The women ot the 
community gave an entertainment for the 
church, charging 25 cents admission, in- 
cluding an oyster supper.“ The musical 
part of the program was rendered by the 
three sisters, and the nickelodeon man was 
there to contribute his quarter. 

As soon as I seen them kids dancing at 
the entertainment,“ he confided, ‘‘ I thought 
they was good for my show.” They was. 

The little girls gave upschool sometime ago. 
“There ain't nothing in it.“ they asserted, 
referring to school work. But thy are ab- 
sorbingly interested in the stage. That's 
just what we want to do,“ flashed one of the 
twins, about 16 years of age, when asked if 
she would like to go on the stage. We’ll 
go to Chicago as soon as mother lets us, 
joined the other. All we can do now,” 
they admitted with the humility of the 
growing artist, is a little singing and just 
some steps of dancing—not good dancing, 
you know, excepting a little jigging. We 
want to go to Chicago and learn some more 
dancing and singing.“ Three or four years 
ago 16 year old girls in their town scarcely 
had heard of the stage.

@ining room is dark, cold, and forbidding.

which they do this for several night running. 

Two dollars and $2.50 a night in addition to 
the price of meals is a good deal to take from 
the salaries of those who are not principals. 
Therefore the people on small salaries find it 
necessary to save the price of a room at a 
hotel when they get into town a few hours 
ahead of show time. “It is a most awful 
feeling.“ said a man who lately came into 
Chicago from this kind of a trip. You have 
no place that you can sit down undisturbed 
for the few minutes that you could take to 
rest.

dressing rooms in such places are stil! worse. 

Tou are all done up from your nights of 
traveling and yet you have no place to read, 
or smoke, or take a bath. The man will get 
along by carrying his suit case and putting 
the rest of his things in his theater trunk, 
but for the woman who usually has her hotel 
trunk as well as her theater trunk, it is still 
worse. There are plenty of them who live 
in their suit cases this way simply on account 
of the money. When you are up against this 
in a town there is nothing to do but to wander 
about the streets. I tried this for a while, and 
then I made up my mind, if it took the last 
cent I had, I was going to have a hotel room 
to put my suitcase down in, even if I had 
only an hour to spend in it.”

Several Clubs Building New Parks 
While Others Make Additions. 


Rock Island. III., March 6—[Special.]— 
From the fact that all the Three Eye league 
clubs have come up this week with an as- 
sessment of $150 each for league purposes, 
it is assumed that all the associations are 
in good shape financially. The assessment 
was made necessary by an overestimate of 
the amount in the treasury at the close of 
last season, which led to each club being 
given a bigger “ handback than was really 
warranted.

Peoria, with the largest attend- 
ance and an average team in point of ex- 
pense, confesses a deficit, and all the others, 
with the possible exception of Springfield, 
either quit with unpaid bills or used up all 
the surplus on hand at the beginning of the 
season. 

Money from All Sources. 


Various plans have been followed in gath- 
ering. enough coin to start the year. Re- 
ceipts from the sale of players put Decatur 
and Springfield on their feet and materially 
helped some of the others. Decatur and 
Bloomington have had carnivals which had 
added several hundred dollars in each case. 
At Peoria the owners stood for an assess- 
ment. In Rock Island, where from $1.500 to 
$2,000 is needed, a committee commenced this 
week to solicit subscriptions, and has already 
secured almost enough. 

Three years ago the local association laid 
out a new park, making all improvements 
by subscription, but has hot made a public 
appeal for funds since that time. Daven- 
port is meeting with success in selling 5,000 
tickets to the opening game at $leach. An 
assessment has almost been made upon the 
directors, and there is plenty of money in 
sight to complete the new park and place 
the team, which will be practically new, in 
the field. Cedar Rapid» was saved from a 
financial crisis by L. F. Broberg, the new 
owner, who accepted personal responsibility 
for everything and then went to the public for 
assistance, meeting with considerable en- 
couragement. At Dubuque the association 
has taken care of most of the obligations. 
though the puDlic has been given an oppor- 
tunity to help. 

Decatur’s New Park Nearly Done. 


Decatur’s new park, now practically com- 
pleted, was inspected this week and pro- 
nounced one of the finest in the smaller 
leagues. All modern improvements have 
been provided. President Childs of the De- 
catur association was much disturbed by a 
report that an amateur catcher had thrown 
a ball over the back fence from the home 
plate, but upon subsequent trial the same in- 
dividual fell down in the attempt and the 
club owners are now breathing easier. The 
fence is 310 feet from theplata 

President Sexton inspected the new Da'ven- 
port park this week and says it will be one 
of the best in the circuit, both in point of lo- 
cation and improvements. The fence is now 
completed and the grand stand nearly fin- 
ished.. 

The other clubs Will. make few improve- 
ments upon their grounds.

‘emblem, has been seen before. The schooner 
will be a fifty footer, and its auxillary power 
will be furnished by a twenty-five horse pow- 
er kerosene engine, which is thought to be 
safer for the purpose than one of the gasoline 
type. 
Four Sailors as Companions. 
Four sailors will be Mr. Leffingwell’s com- 
panions during the trip, which is to start May 
1. The first stop will be made at Nome and 
the second at Point Barrow, where is located 
the last Hudson bay trading post. From that 
point a course will be laid tor Flaxman 
island, 300 miles northeast, and Mr. Leffing- 
well then will take up the task of making 
maps of the rivers that he discovered there 
upon his recent exploring trip. 
An important meeting of the Yacht Own- 
ers’ association of the Chicago Yacht club 
has been called for Tuesday night at the 
Union. It will.be known as commodores’ 
night from the fact that the presiding flag 
officers of all local yacht clubs have been in- 
vited to be present in order that final dates 
for the principal racing events of the coming 
season may be arranged without conflicting. 
Among other important business to come up 
will be the report of Chairman William 
Hale Thompson, who, with George Tramei 
and G. H. Atkin as his associates, has been 
appointed on a committee to boom the 330 
mile Mackinac race of next July. 


Outsiders for Big Event. 

Mr. Thompson stated yesterday that a vig- 
orous campaign will be started for the pur- 
pose of procuring outside entries for the big 
event, which this year is expected to be a 
record breaker in every way. Even at this 
early date there is said to be a good prospect 
that Russell A. Alger Jr. will bring his big 
steel schooner here from Detroit and start it 
in the race. A letter has been received from 
Amelius Jarvis, the noted Canadian yachts- 
man, who states that in all likelihood he will 
at least sail from Toronto and meet the 
Chicago fleet at Mackinac. 

With Amorita, Dr. Baum's recently pur- 
chased 99 footer, added to the list of certain 
starters, the next race to the straits is bound 
to be the best in the history of the classic 
fixture. The big schooner has made a record 
on the Atlantic second to none in its class, 
and Dr. Baum and his Arcadia crew are con- 
fident that they will be able to repeat the 
remarkable performances of the crack double 
sticker on Lake Michigan.

From the present outlook 
Dean has nothing on hand to compare with 
Fleming Boy and Minor Heir in the slow trot- 
ting and pacing classes, but in the way of 
colt trotters his stable is as well equipped 
as anybody's. It is worse than foolish to 
make March predictions about 2 yéar old 
trotters, but last fall Dean had a quartet of 
yearlings any one of which had a chance to 
be a stake winning 2 year old The fastest of 
the lot, for a mile, was a filly by J. J. Audu- 
bon, and what she did was phenomenal.

Dean took her to the mile track at Lexington 
she stepped a mile in 2:32, with a clumsy 
break near the finish, caused by the fact that, 
colt like, she swerved when she came to the 
gate leading to her stable. 


Could Have Beaten 2:25. 


What makes these miles look good is the 
fact that previous to the one over the farm 
track in 2:33% the filly never had been a mile 
below 2:50. It was a good deal more of a drop 
than ordinarily would have been allowed, but 
the filly was feeling good that morning, and 
Willis allowed her tc step along as she 
pleased, with the result that she beat 2:35. 

For the 3 year old stakes he has High Ad- 
miral, which raced in 2:14 last fall without 
being able to win a heat. There are a lot of 
hard luck stories that some day may be told 
in connection with High Admiral, but if he is 
only fairly fortunate this season it will take 
better than a 2:10 8 year old to beat him— 
which means he is a high class colt.

Chicago Road Races May Be Run 
May 29 and 31. 


FUNDS TO FIGHT WHEEL TAX 


More than $1,000 Already Raised by 
the Association’s Committee. 


A slight alteration in the dates for the two 
road races of the Chieago Automobile club. 
one of the national stock chassis events for 
the Ira M. Cobe trophy, and the other the 
light car class, is planned by the contest

Analysis of the Play. 

At trick one south could not hope to help 
his partner’s suit to any great extent by 
playing the eight of clubs, but hoped to in- 
duce a trump lead from west by giving that 
player the impression that south would 
trump the club suit. The ruse worked beau- 
tifully, as the trump immediately came up to 
the compound tenace held by south. 

At trick three south continued his tactics 
by leading back his smallest club, which was 
apperentiy the only one he could have. 

West hesitated before leading trumps the 
second time and should have hesitated longer 
but the impression: created upon his mind 
by the play of the deuce and trey of clubs 
was too strong, and he was confident that 
east must have some strength in the club 
suit, in which case another lead of trumps 
could not do much harm. 

South, of course, ignored the rules of the 
tame at tricks one and three, but the rules 
were of minor consequence when compared 
with the stake for which he was playing. 
The lead compelled north to block the club 
suit, which was the more serious matter, 
but unavoidable. Fortunately, however, the 
king of diamonds proved to bea reéntry card 
for south to make his thirteenth club.

They do valuable and effective 
work in finding jobs for immigrants who are 
out ot employment. They help them out with 
food and shelter until such work is found, 
* * 

Maintain Free Employment Bureaus. 

But they do not reach out” for the im- 
migrant. The immigrant has to reach out 
for them. They do not make any efforts to 
find the immigrant in the first and mos 
trying days of his American life and ex- 
periences. They are ready to advise and 
help the immigrant only when he knows 
enough to come around to them, when he 
has been Americanized to such an extent 
as to be able to find these societies. 

But even were the above societies to ex- 
tend their activities and to get into com- 
munication with immigrants from the Ger- 
man and Scandinavian countries, and with 
the Jews coming from Russia, Roumenia, 
or Hungary, the great majority of immi- 
grants would still remain in that clase of 
those Who are thrown upon their own re- 
sources immediately upon their arriving in 
America. For it is not from these countries 
that we now get the bulk of immigrants 
who are most helpless upon their coming 
to America. 

The comparatively small numbers of Ger- 
mans and Scandinavians, and the larger num- 
bers of Jewish immigrants coming to Amer- 
ica are not nearly as helpless in this country 
as are the hordes of Slavic newcomers ‘who

Slavic Newcomers Most Helpless. 

The Germans, Scandinavians, and Jews 
have large and well organized communities 
in every city and village throughout the 
length and breadth of the United States. 
The immigrant easily finds these communi- 
ties, and once there he is at home. With 
the immigrant from some of the Slav coun- 
tries it is different. His countrymen here 
lead a sort of nomadic life. They travel 
in search of jobs from the mines of Penn- 
sylvania to the steel mills of South Chicago, 
and vice versa. Most of them are here with- 
out their families. They stay here, but 
they do not live here. They find shel- 
ter here, but not a home. 

And where the Slavs have settled here with 
their families and have large communities, 
as is the case with a great many Poles 
and Lithuanians coming from the Slav 
countries, they are generally among 
the lowest paid unskilled laborers and 
consequently among the poorest classes 
of the population. They have societies to 
preserve their national custome and tra- 
ditions, but they have no societies to take 
care of their newly arrived fellow country- 
men to acquaint them with their ways, cus- 
toms and opportunities of the new country. 

* *s 


Italian Communities Usually Poor. 

The same is true of the Italians. They 
have here large communities. But these 
communities are, ag a rule, poor. They have 
many societies... And on a Sunday you will 
find bands of Italians marching through the 
Streets of those districts where they live. 
But there are few or no societies making it a 
business to see that the Italian newly arrived 
is not imposed upon by sharks and swindlers 
of all sorts and varieties and that he becomes 
acquainted with the needs of the country 
and the opportunities it offers him. The 
large number of Italians who are constantly 
victimized by labor agents and others is the 
best testimony es to the helpleseness of the 
average Italian immigrant, in spite of the 
large communities of his fellow countrymen 
which are found in Chicago. 

‘The only society in Chicago which makes 
an effort to reach the immigrant as soon as 
possible after his arrival le the recently or- 
ganized League for the Protection of Immi- 
grants, a poo organized and run not by 
foreigners but by Americans who are inter-

The League for the Protection of Immi- 
grants, while aiming to look efter all the ar- 
riving immigrents, in reality only has been 
1 after the smallest portion of 
them—the girls and young women Who come 
te Chicago. The method of the league is to 


port through which the girl arrived—and to 
see under What conditions she lives. 

The league helps the girl secure work if she 
needs it, or finds her another position if the 
work she is doing at the time ie not fitted or 
des ira he for ber. It also tries to place as 
many girls as possible in night schools, and 
otherwise put them on the road to American- 
ization as quickly as possible. 

From Oct. 1 until Deo. 31 investigatore for 
the league have visited the homes of 988 giris, 
supplying some with work and rendering 
them other service and advice. 

In spite, however, of the well meaning ef- 
forte of the league KH succeeds in looking 
after and more or less helping and protecting 
the least needy of the immigrants, for, with 
the exception of a monstrous fiend in the 
guise of a white slaver who is endeavoring 
to ensnere unsuspecting immigrants, the ma- 
jority of girls arriving from European coun- 
tries are better taken care of and treated by 
far better than men immigrants. The spirit 
of American charity sees to it that the immi- 
grant woman gets good treatment while she 
is on the way to her new home. 

Once she reaches her destination she is bet- 
ter taken care of than the man, for she comes 
nearly in every case to some relative who is 
a relative not merely in name, but in actual- 
ity in his relations towards the girl. The 
relative feels himself more or less duty bound 
to look after her, and see that she is safely 
established here and that she is not imposed 
upon or taken advantage of, at least in the 
first few weeks of her stay in Chicago and 
while she is under his charge. With his lim- 
iteg knowledge of English her relative may 
not be able to get the girl the best of jobs, but 
he certainly knowe enough to warn her 
against the many pitfalls into which she 
might otherwise fall. 

> 8s 
Obstacles Are Not Appreciated. 

The obstacles with which the immigrant 
meets upon reaching Chicago are seldom 
fully understood by the American. Even the 
foreigner, after having been some years in 
Chicago, after having made good,“ finds it 
difficult to think himself into as the Ger- 
man would gay, the state of mind of the im- 
migrant who had just landed from a small 
God forsaken town in southern Europe into 
roaring, crashing, jostling Chicago. A wom- 
am who Was inside the loop fér the first 
time, and who was caught in the crushing, 
hurrying crowds of State street a day or two 
before Christmas, might form a vague con- 
ception of the real feeling which comes over 
the immigrant when he meets Chicago face to 
face. 

The 1 of Jewish, German, or 
Swedish nationality quickly finds himseif 

among his countrymen. He finds a suitable 
place to live. He reads the newspapers pub- 
lished in his language and soon is more or 
less fairly equipped to start out looking for 
a job. The immig rant from Servia; Bulgaria, 
or any other of the smaller nations of south- 
ern Europe, who have come under fewer in- 
fluences of civilization than have the immi- 
grants from the countries of western Europe, 
makes bis way to the colony of his country- 


men. 
But be does not find amy of the homes and 


influences which the German, Jewish, or 
Swedish immigrants finds. His countrymen 
do not live in homes. Rather do they lead a 
sort of camp life, even {f these camps are in 


the form of boarding houses: Every one in 


the community into which the immigrant 


from southern Europe comes lives more like 


a soldier who expects to be ordered out of his 
quarters at any minute. And soldiers, ina 
way, they are. They are soldiers of industry. 
They are the army of unskilled, of causual, 
and transient laborers who move from place 
to place as industry and the distribution of 
work, the chances for jobs bid them 
move. 
* 8 
Forms Living Link to Indastry. 

The only person who is a living link be- 
tween these European immigrants and 
American industry, between them and the 
key to their bread, is the labor agent. This 
agent may live in their midst or not. But 
he keeps them posted on the industrial con- 
ditions. He gives them jobs in return, of 
course, for a good fee. He sends them from 
place to place. Without this agent these 
people would be like dumb beasts, only that 
they would not even find grass to feed on. 

However, one must not for a minute sup- 
pose that the agent is a philanthropic man, 
that he treats his countryman with the kind- 
ness of an older and more experienced 
brother. He is far from it. He is a shrewd 
business man and he is in the business for 
all the money that he can make of it. If the 
immigrant has no money to pay him for a 
job the agent will let him severely alone. 
And if it were not for the solidarity which 
exists between these immigrants themselves 
many of them would either be drfven to 
desperate methods or to slow starvation. As 
it is almost every immigrant has one or more 
friends here who help him out with the §2, 
$3, or even $5 which the agent demands of 
him in return for a job. 

“If we only had a bureau of information,” 
said a Slav immigrant, who is now among 
those thet made good, “a place where the 
immigrant upon coming America could 
get the ordinary geographical and industrial 
information, where he could be told the dis- 
tances between one city and another, the 
location and number of factories in that city,

Agent Immitrant's Only Teacher. 

What the immigrant learns today through 
the medium of the labor and steamship agent 
at the cost of many a dollar and a great deal 
more suffering could then be learned for 
nothing. An immense amount of trouble 
through which immigrants, especially that 
class of immigrants who work fn mines, 
milla, and factories, who do the cheap labor 
everywhere, who work on railroads in the 
country, or pave the streets in the cities, go 
through today would never have entered 
their experience. Proper, timely informa- 
tion would have lifted all these burdens, 

“Today the immigrant is practically sub- 
jected to the particular agent with whom he 
happens to have been put io touch simply 
because there is no one who would give him

Years ago when immigration was not one- 
tenth as large as it is today, when immi- 
grants came to America to find a home and 
freedom, relatives, friends, and country- 
men could easily take care of the immi- 
grants and advise them and inform them.

Information, hon- 
est, simple information given free, is the 
thing which the immigrant of today needs 
most, and the want of this information is 
the greatest obstacle, the greatest stumbling 
stone, and grimmest tragedy in the lives of 
thousands of immigrants.”

Information Bureau Badly Needed. 

„There is no question that an information 
bureau of some sort, a bureau where immi- 
grants could be kept in touch with and ad- 
vised immediately upon their arriving in Chi- 
cago, would be of great value to them and 


would lessen many of the evils and trials — 


through which they now go,” said Miss 
Grace Abbott, director of the League for the 
Protection of Immigrants. “ As it is, immi- 
grants frequently are taken advantage of by 
agents and others from whom they seek in- 
formation. It is an open secret that many of 
the steamship and labor agents encourage 
immigration through advertisements in for- 
eign papers or by sending agents over to 
Europe with stories of great prosperity in 
America”

relatives do for their immigrants is best 
seen in the number of immigrants whose rel- 
atives drop out of sight the minute they hand 
over the immigrant to the laboragent.

A writer in the Western Medical. Review 
declares that in spite of the social conditions 
which surround the mass of the Jewish popu- 
lation of the world, and especially in the 
large cities of America. where they forma 
large percentage of the population, the death 
rate among the Jewish inhabitants is but 
little over half of that of the average Amer 
ican population.

ITH 25 cents as your working capi-

In the last mor- 
tality report of the census bureau, only the 
returns of Chicago and seven other Illinois 
cities are given from this state. | 

Neither does it increase our national pride 
to realize that the United States as a whole 
is not recognized ip the internationa) mortu- 
ary tables though Chile, Japan, Jamaica, 
and Tasmania have already been included. 
Although in the next tables Mexico and many 
South American states will be found, the 
United States will still be missing, because 
of the tardinese of most of the states in the 
matter. The Illinois legislature wil? be asked 
to enact a new vital statistice law. Even 
with good laws and competent officials, it 
will be impossible to get satisfactory results

Have Neal Money Value. 

Vital statistics have a real money value for 
every citizen. They are not to satisfy the 
curiosity of some faddist; nor are they only 
for scientific investigations. They are for 
the legal protection of the rights of the peo- 
ple as well as to guard the health of the com- 
munity. 

It is not even sufficient for one’s interest to 
gee that the facts are recorded regarding his 
own family and the communities in which he 
lives or owns property. A tract of land in 
the state of Washington proved valuabdie, 
but there was a defect in the title. The 
occupants had perhaps paid the taxes for 
over forty years. No one had sought to 
Aispossess them, but the tract had been 
deeded from the United States to one C. T. H. 
about 19865, and he had not transferred it. 

Now the occupants wished to sell. A pur- 
chasing company was found, provided the 
title could be satisfactorily cleared..

HEN à first class violin maker, malay 

a handful of tools in a back room of 

his home, can turn out probably 

twenty-four violins a year ranging 

in value from $100 to $800 each, it is 

a business which * ‘looks good” on the face 
of it. 

But the first class e l lanꝰ t trained 
in the United States and there are few coun- 
tries in Europe today where the finished 
artist is turned out. Oldest of these training 
schools is that at Mittenwaid, founded more 
than 150 years ago by the famous Matthies 
Kotz, contemporaneous with Stradivari and 
with him a etudent of the immortal Amati. 

This famous school long has been main- 
tained by the German government and in 
many ways is one of the most select schools 
in existence. Only sixteen students may 
matriculate there in any one year. The age 
limitation is between 13 and 17 years. The 
term of apprenticeship is three to four years. 
But in contrast with other schools on the con- 
tinent, the graduate of the Mittenwald school 
is a vidlin maker. From materials in the 
rough he is capable of turning out a com- 
plete instrument at concert pitch. He is not 
a parts specialist in any sense. And if he 
be a fully competent violin maker, he has 
grasped the highest technical ski of the 
tradesman and combined with craftsmanship 
the sense of the artistic, without which his in- 


strument must fail.

Violin Making an Art. 

Piano making may beatrade. Violin mek- 
ing must be an art. Since the violin as an 
instrument was evolved by Caspar Tieffen- 
brucker about the middle of the sixteenth» 
century, the violin maker has shared honors 
with the virtuoso, who has made of it the 
acknowledged masterpiece in instrumental 

music. Today in the making of modern high 
class violing the world is recognizing the 
graduate of the Mittenwald school. The Chi- 
cago music house which has one of him in its 
repair shop considers itseTt fortunate. 

John Hornsteiner long has been the dean 
of his art’s craft in Chicago. Silent, re- 
served, and studious, he sits at his little 
bench with his heart in his work, if only the 
instrument upon which he may be making 
the slightest repairs is worthy of the effort. 
In which case no necessary repair ever can 
be slight—or slighted! But his reserve may 
buret bounds explosively sometimes when

How largely the artistic side of the violin 
maker needs to be inherent and trained is 
sean in the fact that no two instruments 
made by him are to be counted upon as of 
equal quality and tone.

“Bar” Causes Mach Anxiety. 

At what point shall he cease placing and 
replacing this delicate bar? When shall he 
decide that the sound post is placed at the 
absolute point of greatest effectiveness? It 
is from the highest proportioned tension of 
the bar that the greatest volume of sound 
poseible to the instrument isreached. When 
ls that volume satisfactory? 

To the layman familiar with modern ma- 
chine methods in veneering and molding the 
idea holdem that the back and belly of the 
violin are molded to form. They may be— 
in the fiddle factory; from the hands of-the 
violinmaker they are shaped from slabs of 
wood of commensurate thickness by patient 
cutting from the blocks.

What Is Young Man Worth? 


HAT is the average healthy young 
man of 25 years worth in Chicago? 
What did he cost? What will he 
earn for himself and for society? 
d Under the Hability laws of Mlinois 
any man killed outright through culpable 
negligence of a public service cor por ation 
or similar agency is lumped at $10,000. He 
may be a teamster earning $18 a week ora 
bank president with a salary of §25,000 a 
year. 

If this teamster or this bank president 
shall suffer lasting injury instead of death, 
however, the jury charged with assessing 
damages against the culpablecagericy has 
opportunity to differentiate. In either case 
the damages for permanent disability in the 
victim, may be many times greater than if 
he had suffered instant death. 

But what is this average adult man in Chi- 
cago really worth in dollars and cents? 
Thousands of them naturally not only are 
worthless in themselves but are less than 
worthless in being menaces to society. Yet 
in any case all of them have cost something 
to somebody, if only in their bringing up to 


maturity.

Baby Is Cheap at $50. 

That average male baby in Chicago, 
dressed in its first long clothes, probably 
has cost the parents a $50 bill. This win 
not include the original. investment in 
the furnishings of the household, rents, and 
interest, and depreciation charges, eithér. 
By the time the doctor is paid and the in- 
cidental small expenses from safety pins up 
are provided, a 350 baby is pretty cheap at 
christening time. 

If it be the second or fifth youngster in 
the family some of the old clothes of brothers 
and sisters may suffice to reduce dutlay. 
Likewise the old baby carriage, go-cart, and 
feeding bottle may serve again. But with 
ordinary milk at 7 cents a quart, ranging up 
into fancy figures for the various tested 
milks for infants’ exclusive use, baby's real 
cost begins with his first case of colic. 

An average boarding house rate in Chicago 
probably would’ be $6 a week for the young 
clerk and accountant on a salary. But what 
would the boarding housekeeper have de- 
manded for the care of one of these young 
men in his squalling infancy? Probably $20 
a week would not have tempted her. In- 
cluding extra fuel and lights, doctor's bills 
fcr infant ailments, medicines, floor walk- 
ings. and the thousand and one necessities 
which appertain to the baby just because he 
is a baby. probably cost the fondest average 
parent another $150 before the youngster 
has rounded out his first year of existence. 


Becomes Matter of Investment. 

A boy baby, costing $200 cold cash on his 
first anniversary, thus becomes quite a little 
investment for the average household in 
Chicago where the annual income of the 
average father may be a little over or a 
little under $1,000. For after 20 expendi-

ture on the youngster the element of risk 
still may be as great as that of the average 
stock or grain deal on margins. 

Not till the infant has passed his 5th an- 
niversary is he considered beyond the zone 
of “‘ special risk.“ as it might be termed by 
the Hife insurance agent. It is in these first 


five years of existence that infantile dis- 


eases lay mortal siege to thousands. In fear 
of oné or all of these ailments, the parent 
is disposed to send for the doctor at the first 
alarm, and the lively youngster always is 
an alarmist. The result at $2 a visit may eat 
into the average bank account pretty heav- 
liy in the succeeding four years. 

In the meantime this healthy infant has 
been eating heartily. If the food always has 
agreed with him, he has eaten more of it; 
if it hasn't agreed with him, doctor's bills 
have piled up and more costly special foods 
have been given him as a dietary. He has 
grown to be hard on clothing and after he 
took to creeping over the floors laundry 
bills have increased accordingly. 


' New Item Enters In. 

Between these ages of 3 and 5 years, too, 
the parents will have discovered a new and 
unexpected item of cost. This essentially is 
the destructive age of the average youngster 
and were the parents to list ¢he ravages of 
the small boy in this period they might be 
appalling. Things spilled, overturned, 
broken, smeared by dirty hands, or alto- 


_. gether misplaced and lost, in these twenty- 


four months must make a formidable list on 
the wrong side of the household ledger. 

Altogether it may be presumed that this 
average boy baby who at 5 years old hasn't 
cost his parents $750 without half trying, is 
of the abnormal, angel type, predestined to 
die young. In these first five years there 
are countless expenditures which would not 
have been made but for him. 

“Well; we have to do that on account of 
the baby, is one of the oldest and most 
commonplace. expressions of the parent 
everywhere. 

; But looking to the occasion of the remark, 
almost always it will be found to be in ex- 
planation of some unusual expenditure to 
which the parent or parents have been put. 
It is in explanation of some extravagance 
—of something that would have been ex- 
travagance if if hadn't been for the baby! 


Baby Is Always Considered. 

Food, clothing, lodging, laundry, and the 
essentials of the adult are items that do not 
begin to cover the cost of baby to the aver- 
age household. In this household of the 
average type there is no maid. Whatever 
plans may take the parents from home on 
business or on pleasure are plans that must 
take the baby into serious consideration. If

New Economies in Cotton. 


OW largely the element of waste is 
coming to be recognized in the indus- 
trial life of the country is illustrated 
in the manufacture of cotton. 

‘ Twenty-five years ago the loss of 
cotton in the markets of the south was enor- 
mous, due to the buyer’s cutting into the 
baling cloth in, order to pluck out a sam- 
ple by which he might judge the grade of 
the fiber.

Machinery was produced 
which at a profit would regin the cotton 
seed for the remnants of fiber ordinarily 
left by the ginning process.

On this same basis of economy this sample 
cotton taken from bales by the buyers in

preserved It has the colloquial name of 
“city crop,” but in the aggregate this we 
crop of cotton that once went to waste rep- 
resents from 100,000 bes men bales in a 
‘single season. 

But when the linters trem, the seed and the 
pample handfuls from the bales are saved 
to the extent of these 160,000 bales a year, the 
cotton waste m the mills that manufacture | 
the crop is enormous. It has been estimated 
that 8 per cent of the cotton worked in the 
mills of the country logically is wasted be- 
tweén the operators and the machines. Last 
year this waste was estimated at 175,000,000 
pounds for the United States. Presumably it 
has been no less than this in recent years,

In this best workmanship no bits of 
wood are glued inside to reinforce the 
matched .edges; only the bar under the G 
string breaks the smooth faces of the inner 
surfaces, front and back.

Stradivari the Master Maker. 

Tieffenbrucker, or Deuffopruggar, may 
have evolved the violin as an instrument in 
the sixteenth century, but it was reserved 
for Antonio Stradivari of Cremona to per- 
fect it somewhere about the beginning of 
the eighteenth century. In the history of 
the violin Tieffenbrucker occupies the posi- 
tion of Watt in the development of the steam 
engine; it was another person than Watt 
altogether who developed the modern loco- 
motive! 

Amati, however, taught Stradivari, as he 
taught Kotz and Jacob Steiner. After which 
Stradivari took first place among the violin 
makers of history. Today the great instru- 
ments which attract the mast@e of the vio- 
lin are of the handicraft of Amati, Stradi- 
vari and Guarneri. The possessor of one of 
these originals in good preservation virtually 
is posseseor of a fortune! 


Today. however, the finished violin maker 


tells you that if he knew the secret chem- 
istry of the varnish used by these oki mas- 
ters he might nurse the ambition to equal 
them. But of all the lost arts of trade or 
craft or art, this of the varnish used by the 
old makers of the violin Is as little likely of 
resurreciion.

Softness Marked Old Varnish. 

Oddly enough the modern violinist would 
be likely to object to the use of this old var- 
nish if some one tomorrow were to reproduce 
it! This old finishing fluid te cHaracterized 
by an unusual softness. Pressure of a warm 
thumb upon it will leave a mark after more 
than a century. While the modern violin- 


struck it clear and full and resonant he got 
a hand; if he failed he was hissed! 

Today the brilliant master of the violin 
finds notes beyond the end of the finger- 
board! In this effort, however, he finds the 

neck of the genuine Stradivarius too short. 
The remedy is found by the violinmeker’s 
cutting the neck of the old inatrument and 
inserting a section of wood just short of the 
scroll end. In the original Stradivarius vio- 
lin the reach between the nut and bridge 
was about twelve and a half inches; the mod- 
ern concert instrument has a reach of à lit- 
tle more than thirteen inches.

Varnish Saves Old Instruments. 

“Where moth and rust do corrupt” is a 
bit of biblical phraseology particularly ap- 
plicable to the possessors of some of these old 
violins. Unknown to the average layman 
there is a small worm which feeds upon 
both the maple and spruce materia! in those 
old violins which may have been stored 
somewhere in fancied safety. This small 
moth maggot, measuring from one-fourth to 
a half inch in length, doesn’t like the flavor 
of varnish, however, which has been the sav- 
ing influence in numbers of these old instru- 
ments. 

point of attack upon the wood is from 
the inside of the instrument. But as it 
bores toward the varnished surfaces it stops 
short of the varnish flavor. This fact has 
allowed the violin maker to take the worm- 
eaten old Stradivarius or Amati, remove the 
belly of it, and by careful workmanship 
patch holes and furrows that have been run 
through the wood. 

Several years ago Mr. Hornsteiner came 
into posseasion of one of these rare old vi- 
line which had suffered from the raveges of 
this small worm. When he was done with 
it, however, he had inserted more than 200 
patches in back and belly. But the old 
varnish coating was preserved intact until 
today the possessor of the instrument hae 
no cause to remark the long surgica) opere- 
tion to which his violin was subjected. 

Today the amateur violinist may expect to 
buy a pretty good modern violin for $100. 
Such an instrument will rank reasonably 
with the 6300 modern upright plano. Three 
hundred dollars is a pretty stiff price to pay 
for one of the best of new instruments for 
congert work. But the virtuoso who scorns 
a modern instrument for the expression of 
his art may need to invest a small fortune 
in that best obtainable instrument from the 
hand of one of the old mastermakers. Salo, 
Lupot, Kotz, Steiner, and Maggini have left 
behind them rare old violins worth many 
times their weight in gold. But the pos- 
sessor of a genuine Strad today feels 
that he holds an instrument representative 
of the highest achievement in the violin.

ESSELS of all types and classes in 
service on the great lakes and the St. 
Lawrence river number approximately 
8,000, valued at $130,805,640, and give 
employment to 25,000 people. N 
These figures are significant when, accord- 
ms o o the hydrographic office, more than 7 
per cent of the total number of vessels were

because of avoidable errors of judgment on 
the part of navigators and crews. 
ne finest pilots in the world are in the 
vessel service of the great lakes, said a 
’ hydrographic office official.

: lake vessels. Some of them in winter 
’ schooling may have gained some knowledge 
of the principles of navigation; many of 
them know little more than to feel their way 
cross the lake, depending upon the senses 
of sight and hearing to lead them into port. 
In dense fog or blinding rain or snow these 
Pilots might be the better off if the wheel- 
house were not provided with a compass. 
In this great lakes region between the 
eastern and western extremes of the lakes 
there is a total compass deviation of eighteen 
@egrees from the true pole. At the port of 
Chicago, for example, the compass needle 
points three degrees to the right of the north, 
though at other points on the lakes the devia- 
tion is as much as ten degrees. 
- What the significance of such deviation 
is may be seen when, left uncorrected, the 


but in spite of 


navigator attempts to sail by such a com- 
pass. In one compass point,“ as con- 
sidered by the navigator, there are eleven 
and a quarter degrees. Thus at certain 
ports on the lakes the magnetic compass, 
uncorrected, may be almost one point out 
as to the true north. One point out of this 
true north on the part of the wheelsman 
steering for a harbor 100 miles away will 


leave him twenty miles out of his destina-\ 


tion. Or if he shall be trying to make the 
mouth of a river only five miles away in fog 
this incorrect compase by only one point will 
cause him to*run astray by one mile. This 
mile or ten or twenty miles out of his reckon- 
ing in thick weather is promising of almost 
any kind of disaster.

What One “Point” Means. 

In addition to this deviation of the com- 
pass needle, however, the effect of cargoes 
of magnetic iron ore, of which so much is 
carried on the great lakes, may put the 
compass needle even further off. With the 
needle several degrees out of the truth north, 
due to the influences of the magnetic pole, 
the loading of a vessel with these ores 
may promise far greater complications to 
the sailor. 

Not infrequently the navigator who recog- 
nizes the necessity of having his compass 
corrected does so with a cargo of this ore 
in his hold. He accepts the correction, made 
with due recognition to the cargo and its 
influences, after which he may shift to a 
cargo of nonmagnetic matter, which in turn 
puts his compass out again, perhaps leaving 
him with no thought of another correction 
as necessary. 

Among the 217 stranded vessels in the last 
year many of them would have been spared 
the mishap had their navigators had this 
essential knowledge of the compass. Com- 
paratively few of these wrecks resuked in 
total loss of the vessels, but in the delays 
and dry docking of vessejs for repairs, the 
money loss to owners was enormously heavy. 


* * 


Floating Buoy Causes Disaster. 

In thick weather not cnly is knowledge of 
the compass necessary, but practical know]l- 
edge of fog signals and consequent aberra- 
tion of sound, due to heavy fogs, may be 
vital. Not long ago a vessel coming down 
the lake to Chicago in thick fog caught the 
Chicago fog horn warning twenty-three 


miles away. Steering by the sound, the mas- 
ter brought his vessel within three miles of 
the river's mouth, where he lost all sound of 
it and he failed to pick it up again until he 
was just abreast of the signal. 

Again the mere shifting of a floating buoy 
may serve to drive a vessel onto the shoals 
of rock and sand. 

Of these 217 strandings of vessels in the 
season of 1908 the greater number were in 
the rivers and channels approaching the 
larger ports of shipping. In Lake Erie the 
Detroit river is spotted with them, as is the 
eastern end of the lake at Buffalo. Lake 
Huron shows groups of these spots on the 
charts at Port Huron and again in the chan- 
nels in the vicinity of Mackinac Island. The 
St. Mary’s 
Superior is dotted with them, while every- 
where on the shores of the five lakes and 
more or less remote from the larger ports 
is the blood red dot marking a stranded 
vessel. 

That most notable of the season's wrecks 
was the loss of the steamer D. M. Clemson 
in December in Lake Superior. Just where 
the vessel foundered is not known, but it was 
in an icy gale which must have swept it with 
water from stem to stern as it wallowed deep 
in the sea. Not one of its crew of twenty- 
three men escaped to tell the tale of the 
tragedy, while the chances are that the icy 
waters of the lake never may give up one of 
the dead. There are depths of 600 to 90Q feet 
in this greatest of the great lakes, and 
whether summer or winter the bodies of its 
drowned victims seldom come to the sur- 
face.

Mason B. Starring Proves 
the Power of Perseverance.

EN who achieve success may be 
roughly divided into two classes. The 
first of these are the dashing geniuses 
who engineer brilliant coups and 
march to victory with good fortune 

waiting on their talents. The second class 
consists of the patient, solid men who forge 
more slowly but more surely forward and 
whose accomplishments are 9 more 
permanent and stable. 

Mason B. Starring, president of the Nortb- 
western Elevated railroad, belongs to the 
second class He has fought his way steadi- 
ly upward with the venerable watchwords 
of ‘ patience and “ perseverance ” always 
in his mind and his reward has come in suc- 
cess of an enduring kind. Early in life: he 
chose for himself the career which he wished 
to follow, and with e single lapse he served 
his choice faithfully for nearly thirty years, 

Mr. Starring is one of the few prominent 
Chicagoans who can claim this city as their 
birthplace. He was born here in 1880, the 
son of Henry Justin Dimick, Starring, whe 
invented the system of baggage checking 
which has contributed so much to making 
American railroads famous. On graduating 
from the old Central High school in 1877, he 
entered the offices of the Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and Council Bluffs raliroad as a clerk. 
Unlike the average boy, he did not take the 
first job he could find, but deliberately chose 


the railroad business for Ay career.

age Agency Trust Failed. 

When t ttle railroad, in the employment 
of which he made his first start, was con- 
solidated with the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, he was transferred to the freight de- 
partment of that road, and a few years later 
became general baggage agent for the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy and Pennsyl- 
vania lines. An indefatigable worker and an 
enthusiast in his business, he conceived the 
original idea of making himself a baggage 
agency trust. He offered himself as agent to 
a number of minor roads and was appointed, 
but his dream of being a trust quickly faded. 

One after another the small roads for 
which he acted were merged into the big 
trunk lines . Consolidation meant economy 
and Mr. Starring found himself being called 
upon to act for the consolidated lines for the 
same salary that he had been drawing from 
the trunk lines alone. Before he acted he 
carefully considered the whole situation. 
He looked over the entire country and found 
that while he was drawing more money than 
any other baggage agent, he wae also in a 
bund alley and that if he remained where 
he was practiéally all progress was barred 
to him. Naturally a self-reliant, strong 
willed man, be had no intention of remain- 
ing in a position where he could not push 
forward, and he promptly resigned. 

“If a man does not see better things and 
chances of promotion ahead of him,” he 
says, let him quit and try something else, 
All over the country there are men growing 
old in subordinate positions, with no pros 
pects ahead of them, and they become dis- 
contented and pessimistic when their situe- 
tion is largely their own fault.

Initiative Was Not Lacking. 

Mr. Btarring lacked neither initiative 
nor courage, and when he left the railroad 
business he went to a small town in lowa, 
where he embarked in the grain business.

The 
country in which he had located himself did 
not grow with the rapidity which he had 
anticipated, and he returned to Chicago and 
his first love, railroading.

A couple of years later he was 
transferred to the law department of the 
corporation. That transfer gave him an 
opportunity to demonstrate the thoroughness 
with which he undertook his duties. Re- 
alizging that he must know law if he was to 
advance, | he set himself to read for the bar 
under such able tutors as Julius 8.

In the two years which have elapsed since 
that time the railroad has completed its 
Ravenswood extension, built and completed 
the Evanston extension, increased its equip- 
ment over d per cent, nearly doubled its 
mileage, and jumped from third to second 
place among its elevated competitors in re- 
spect of the number of passengers carried. 

It ie interesting to hear Mr. Starring’s 
views as the head of a big city railway on 
the relations between the public and the city 
railway corporations. 

“The reilways were the first to blame,“ 

he says. They started out by giving the 
public less than they were entitled to. 
Then the pendulum swung the other way, 
and the public commenced to demand inore 
than they could be fairly given. Just now, I 
believe that we are getting back to a sane 
equipoise. The railways have been taught 
a lesson which I do not think they will forget, 
and I believe they are prepared to give the 
public everything they can afford.” 
Mr. Starring never takes a vacation and 
deciares he has no recreations. His business 
and his home absorb all his energies, and, 
finding himself ae satisfied as a reasonable 
man can hope to be with his lot in life, he 
does not make too great demands. He was 
married in 1886 to Miss Helen Beth Swing, 
daughter of the late Prof. David Swing, and 
ig the father of two sons.

„This idea that a young baby should never 
by any chance have an opportunity to fill 
his lungs with cool, pure, outdoor air seems 
still to prevail in spite of the ‘fresh air’ 
movement of the past few years. Particular- 
ly when a child is inclined to be delicate do 
parents demur at plenty of aii’ and outdoor 
sleeping—when it is exactly the delicate child 
who most needs the treatment. Of course, 
there are people who will use no more judx- 
ment in this matter than in others about the 
infant. But in the case of a normally healthy 
baby, sleeping outdoors. even at an early 
age, has proved to be productive of only good 
results. 

“It is possible to arrange a way for the 
baby.to sleep out of doors even if one lives in 
a tiny flat with no yard or porch. I the 
father of the small hopeful is handy with 
tools he can make a window box with little 
trouble and at small expense, where the 
child may sleep the year around, protected 
by heavy overhanging curtains from the 
winds and snows of winter and the sun of 
summer. 

“ Have you never seén one of these window 
boxes? They are becoming quite common in 
the cities where space and fresh air are at 
a premium, and sometimes consist simply of 
a large sized grocery box and an awning 
made of a piece of enameled cloth. They 
may de placed outside of any window that 
has a ledge or stone sill and. of course. should 
be securely fastened to the sill, with alsoa 
support of some sort underneath.

southwesterly exposure, believing that it 
would not be exposed to such gales in winter 
and would not be directly exposed to the sun 
in summer.

“This box was painted in dark green the 
inside having a dark dull finish to avoid any 
reflection of light. To protect the child from 
sun, wind, or rain, he had rigged up two 
awnings. the outer of white canvas to avoid 
the absorption of the heat in summer and the 
inner one of a darker green. The upper 
edges of these were fastened to separate 
sticks a little longer than the width of the 
window frame, and these sticks were then 
fastened to the frame in such a way that 
they could be easily removed and the awnings 
dropped over the box when it wasn’t in use, 
so that the windows could be used for light 
and ventilation. 

‘The sticks were also placed about five 
inches apart where they were fastened to 
the window frame and the outer edges were 
fastened together to a cleat in the high side 
of the box, leaving a space of several inches 
between the cleat and the box for the free 
circulation of air. There was a dark curtain 
dropped from the upper support of the green 
awning straight down the outside of the pane 
to shut out the refiection of the light on the 

lass. 

42 Since the baby, in this instance, was old 
enough to crawl about, a piece of strong 


mackerel net was tacked tightly about the 
ends and on the high outer sides of the box, 
and after the child was putin was fastened 
over small hooks on the side of the box 
toward the window, the hooks being placed 
so far over the edge that the child could not 
reach them.

No author on the entire list receives as 
much real heartfelt appreciation from the 
boys as does the creator of Tom Sawyer 
and Huckleberry Finn,.“ and the morals 
drawn from these stories will undoubtedly 
astonish their author.

Rebec- 
cas fondness for words and especially long 
ones has evidently had an influence upon the 
writer of this review: “ Rebecca is one of 
the most interesting books I ever read out 
of the sch library. Rebecca went away 
to stay with her aunts; one of them was 
magnanimous while the other showed her 
benevolence toward her. The most interest- 
ing part was when Rebecca took the domina- 
tion of wearing her new dress which her 
aunt had just finished, for she thought it 
fundamental to wear it as her brown dress 
was real dirty for the occasion. I consider 
this book a laudable one, for it teaches us to 
be obedient and not cause provocation toward 
any one.” 

Another girl describing the same story 
says: “ Aunt Mirando was a cross old maid 
while Aunt Jane was a kind, lovable spin- 
ster.

Sometimes undesirable books do creep into 
these schoo! libraries, the gifts of kind 
hearted, generous people whose taste in 
books for the young leaves much to be de- 
sired. This sort of thing has been rather 
hard to regulate, but C. G. Leland, the super- 
intendent of the public school libraries ih 
New York City, has made a recommenda- 
tion to the board of education which will 
solve this problem. advises that Books 
not upon the authorized list should be sub- 
mitted to proper authorities and accepted be- 
fore being put into circulation and this should 
be regulated by a bylaw tothiseffect. Some 
of the books that entertained many of us in 
the past should no longer find places on the 
shelves of any reputable library. They are 
not immoral, but they are poorly written, 
their heroes are of a cheap and smart variety 
and their ideals are far from being the kind 
we want to hold up to our boys.”

Parents give too little thought 
to the literature their youth are absorbing 
and children pick up any books in then 
homes and read them. Sometimes they are 
the popular fiction of the day, full of “ prob- 
lems,’ that in the general run of every day 
life would not be met. The immature mind 
absorbs these incidents of the ‘ wronged 
wife,” etc., etc., indefinitely, etc., and con- 
siders them as the regular instead of the ex- 


, ceptional thing. 


The Marriage of William Ashe fell into 
the hands of one girl, but she didn’t like it 
because she did not understand it. However. 
her mother evidently wanted her to under- 
stand it, so she took her to see the play and 
now the girl says she liked the story better 
when she read it after she had seen the play. 

“The House of a Thousand Candles 
failed to appeal to one youthfdl reader be- 
cause the plot was 80 deep that you had to 
read carefully to find it.“ 

“Enoch Arden strongly impressed a boy 
because of its sadness and . shows how 
hard it is for people to get along without 
money.”’ 

Perhaps the reviewers quoted may lack the 
elegances, the analysis, the profundity of the 
professed critic, but they are not without 
insight and common sense. They prove the 
value of the library in relation to the public 
school, and they also prove that the present 
generation of school children are reading 
more and to better advantage than many of 


those whose school days are in the distant 


past.

This simplifies the making at home of one's 
clothes. Probably for a suit skirt there can 
be nothing prettier than a nine gored one. 
although seven or eleven gores will be all 
right if preferred. 

. 


Among the several good style suits shown 
ig one with a nine gored skirt. and the gen- 
eral hints given for the making of this one 
should be applied to any other number of 
gores. It will be a good plan to cut the side 
gore on each side nearest the front extra 
wide—say two inches on its front edge—then 
face each side of the front gore from the top 
down about eleven inches, and fasten to the 
side .gores by small hooks and eyes or the 
patent snap fasteners, moving those sewed to 
the side gores towards the front as necessary 
to let out. The other seams can be sewed 
the whole length. 

Darts sometimes are suggested for one or 
two of the side gores, but unless the darts 


" are necessary when the skirt is made the 


skirt will hang too full and look badly below 
the darts. If some such provision seems 
necessary. the skirt had better be cut with a 
one inch wide tuck, covering each seam, as 


‘is illustrated. and allowing wide seams, so 


that when the skirt must be enlarged the 
side seams can be let out uncer the tucks 
without showing, thus keeping better pro- 
portions. ; mite . 

Many of the patterns provide for lengthen- 
ing when necessary, by being cut with an 
extension top, which is highest in the middle 
of the front, sloping off gradually on the 
sides. The back of the skirt should be cut 
either with an inverted plait or a box plait. 

With this style skirt some simple. pretty 
blouse, made on the shirtwaist order, will

White or different colored walsts from the 
skirt are not becoming. and should be avoid- 
ed. but a softer, lighter weight material, 
matching the skirt exactly in color and 
shade, is desirable. In order to look as long 
waisted as possible, have a narrow belt or 
soft girdle of the same materia! as the blouse.

The sult coat should be made like the Ulus- 
tration on the figure to the left of the shirt- 
waist and the skirt just described. The 
back of the coat has no middle back seam. 
but one on each side, starting from the middle 
back seam; these are left open six inches up 
from the bottom. The under arm and shoul- 
der are the only other seams in the coat. 
‘The prettily shaped vest does not fit intothe 
figure and enough of a seam is left on the 
sides so it can be let outif necessary. It will 
be more becoming if too contrasting colors 
are not used in its manufacture. . 

For a one piece dress; something on the 
order of the empire style will be becoming, 
and a pretty model is shown on this page. 
To begin with, a fitted waist lining must be 
made, and while this will fasten in the back 
the front darts must be made with evelets 
on each side so they can be laced up and the 
size regulated as is necessary. To this lining 
the line gored plaited skirt is fastened, giv- 
ing a high waist line. 

The front plaits in the skirt are made ad- 
justable and the simple, pretty blouse is 
made with sufficient fullness, in the shape 
of shoulder plaits, so that it will not get 
too scant. Covering the joining of skirt and 
blouse is a soft. crushed girdle of satin, 
matching the dress in color. This has sash 
ends which hang down at one side of the 
back, and will permit of readjustment. A 
gown of this character would be pretty. 
made of soft woolen or silk, in a rather dark, 
becoming shade.

The knitting of fancy socks for infants is 
well worth the trouble involved. and the fol- 
lowing directions are so simple that they 
might be followed by any one who has never 
attempted knitting more complicated than 
a plain sock or stocking. They can be made 
of silk, wool, or cotton, and No. 16 needles 
should be used by a loose knitter, while No. 
14 needles are best if the work is done bya 
tigt knitter. 

Cast twenty stitches on each of three 
needles, and work twenty-four rounds of 
ribbing, forming a fine rib of one purl and 
one plain or two purl and two plain, accord- 
ing to fancy. Arrange the stitches.so as to 
have twenty-seven on one needle, sixteen 
on the second, and seventeen on the third. 
Th pattern is worked on the needle with the 
twenty-seven stitches. and consists of two 
rows. which are worked alternately until the 
toe is commenced. First row: One turned 
stitch (a stitch plainly knitted, but by insert- 
ing the needle at the back instead of at the 
front, which twists the stitch so that it stands 
up more prominently and helps to form 
a ridge), * one purl. one turned stitch, wool 
in front. slip one. knit two together, draw 
the slipped stitch over the new stitch, wool 
in front, then one turned stitch. Repeat

Second row: One turned stitch, one ‘purl, 
one turned stitch, three plain. Repeat until 
all the stitches on the needle have been 
knitted. Alternate these two rows regularly 
until the toe is reached. When six rows have 
been knitted beyond the ribbing, decrease 
by knitting two together on each side of 
the seam stitch, leaving a distance of one 
plain stitch between the decreasing and the 
seam. Repeat the decreasing at the end 
of the next A rows, and continue the fancy 


knitting in front and the plain knitting at, 


the back of the sock until the pattern has 
been worked twenty-four times—namely: 
forty-eight rounds beyond the ribbing. 

— 


Work the heel on the needles which have 
been used for plain knitting, by working al- 
ternate rows of plain knitting from the front, 
and pur! knitting from the back, slipping al- 
ways the first stitch of purl or plain until a 
strip of knitting having ten loose stitches 
down the side has been made. Turn the heel 
by purling until one past the seam, purl two 
together, purl one. Turn, slip one. knit one. 
purl one, knit one, knit two together, knit 
one. Turn, slip the first stitch, and purl un- 
til the stitch before the gap caused by turn- 
ing is reached, pur! two tog r (namely, 
one on each side of the gap). purlone. Turn, 
and repeat the same in plain and puri al- 
ternately. taking two together (namely, one 
on each side of the gap), and working one 
beyond, until a gusset shaped piece has been 
knitted, which brings the stitches in a line 
with the loops down each side of the heel. 

b . — 

Pick up the loose stitches down the left 
hand side and knit them onto the same needle 
as the stitches already in use. Continue the 
pattern on the front needle. Pick up the 
loops on the other needle, and knit them ona 
third needle, together with half the stitches 
at the gusset turning of the hee! until the 
seam stitch is reached. Count the stitches 
on the two back needles, and make them 
equal in number. 

The decreasings for the ankle, which are 
done by knitting two stitches together, must 
be worked at that end of these two needles 
which is nearest to the fancy front. allow- 
ing one plain stitch to separate the decreas- 
ings from the open work. Knit two plain 
rows between the two sets. of decreasings 
until the stitches on the two back needles are 
together equal in number to the stitches on 
the front needle. then continue plain knit- 
ting at the back and fancy knitfing at the 
front until the foot is long enough to com- 
mence shaping the toe—that is, about two or 
two and one-half inches from the turning 
of the heel. 

Knit one plain round, so as to discontinue 
the fancy pattern. On the front needle knit 
one. knit two together, knit to within three 
stitches of the end, knit two together, knit 
one. * Knit one. knit two together. and con- 
tinue plain knitting until within three 
stitenes of the far end of the third needle, 
knit two together, knit one. Knit two plain 
rounds and repeat the decreasing round, and 
continue this set of three rounds until only 
nine stitches remain on the front needle. 

Cast off by knitting a stitch from the front 
and a stitch from the back together, and 
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passing the stitch thus obtained over the 
stitch next to it, obtained in the same way, 
until but one stitch remains, which must be 
fastened off by passing an end of wool 
through it. which must be afterwards neatly 
run into the sock with a darning needle, so 
that it may not give way and lead to the 
unraveling of the knitting. 

Another pattern sock has a different open- 
work pattern, but the general plan of work- 
ing is the same as that just described. It 
seems hardly necessary to repeat the full 
instructions given above, as it is only a ques- 
tion of learning a new style of openwork. 
Both patterns take up six stitches for each 
stripe, so that both socks can be made larger 
by an extra six stitches on the front needle, 
balanced by another six at the back, and this 
enlargement can be made to adapt the socks 
to the growth of the child, or in case spe- 
clally fine thread and needles are used for the 
Knitting; but the length of both leg and foot 
must be increased in accordance with the in- 
crease in width, so that the proportions of 
the socks may be .maintained. 

Cast twenty stitches on each of three 
needles and knit twenty-four rounds of fine 
or coarse ribbing, according to fancy. Ar- 
range the stitches so there are thirty-one 
en the first needle, fifteen on the second. and 
fourteen on the third. The pattern which is 
worked on the front needle, is as follows: 
First row—One turned stitch—namely, 4 
stitch knitted plain by inserting the needle 
at the back instead of the front—“ purl one, 
knit three, purl one, one turned.stitch. Re- 
peat from“ to the end of the needl¢. Second 
row: Same as the first. Third row: Same 
as the first. Fourth row: » One turned 
stitch, purl one, leave the woo! in front, slip 
one, knit two together, draw tl. slipped 
stitch over the knitted one. Mak one, by 
twisting the wool right round the needle, 
pur! one, make a turned stitch, purl one. 
Repeat from “, but let the last stitch on the 
needle be a turned one. These four lines 
make up the pattern, and should be repeated 
throughout the length of the sock until the 
foot is long enough for the toe to be com- 
menced, which should be knitted plaiv and 
shared according to the direetfons given 
above. ‘

Paste Will Remove Hair. 

KATHERINE: “I am following your 
treatment for the removal of blackheads 
and it is proving so effectual that I am com- 
ing to you again for help. What is a good 
remedy for removing superfluous hair from 
the arms?

The skin should then be 
washed with warm water and dusted with 
rice powder. If the skin is slightly irritated, 
massage a little of the skin food, for which I 
am sending your a formula, into the arm. 
When the hair grows again the treatment 
will have to be repeated, until after a time 
the destruction of the hair follicle wil] be 
accomplished. '

Has prepared a history of the Chicago 
Home for the Friendless. She says that dur- 
ing the year 1907 the infirmary cared for 
800 sick children. In the Hobson room there 
were seventy mothers and seventy-one 
babies, making a total of 441 of the sick 
alone in one year. Brothers and sisters have 
been reunited after years of separation who 
never would have known where to look 
for each other except for the records of the 
home, and a few have been beneficiaries of 
small amounts from relatives whom the home 
hae been able to trace and thus make a 
brighter spot in the lives of unfortunates. 

The governing motto of the home for the 
half century which it recently has been 
celebrating is: “ No person is too old, too 
young, too poor, or tied by too great variety 
of complications to bid admission here.“ 
The present building ‘was the plan of the 
president of the board of managers, A. C. 
Bartlett, who gave $50,000 toward its erec- 
tion, as did also 8. B. Cobb and Thomas 
Murdock. * 

The home embraces under one roof and 
management a nursery and department for 
training mothers in the care of their babies, 
a kindergarten and school for girls, includ- 
ing a summer garden on borrowed ground, 
and a department for old ladies. There is 
a library and reading room, a hospital and 
a quarantine, kindergarten, domestic science 
schools, industrial training, and a chapel 
where daily and Sunday services are held.

That is the 

black record which Time has entered in 

his books for the year which has just 

closed. A quarter of a million people 

destroyed in awful cataclysms, billions 

* dt dollars“ worth of property wiped out of 

exigtefice, a Sum of pain and human anguish which 

can never be expressed in words or figures—such is the 

balance Which must be carried to the debit side of the 
world’s account books. 

The mention of the word catastrophe will of course 
bring the thoughts of every one back to the great 
Italian eafthquake, the greatest single disaster in the 
world’s histofy, a tragedy which cost 125,000 lives and 
wiped out of existence great and historic cities. In 
the shadow of that terrible holecaust the world has 
failed to fealise that it was merely the climax of a 
long series of horrors which followed one on the heels 
of the other from the first day of January, 1908, to the 
first day of January, 1909. 

The chimes of the rejoicing bells that rang in the 
new year of 1908 had not died away when the grim 
fiend of destruction commenced its work in a mine at 
Carthage, N. M. Twelve miners were blown out of hu- 
man recognition and the black year had opened.

The first big blow fell eleven days later when 800 
people were incinerated in a restaurant fire at Canton, 
China. It was followed the next day by a tragedy in 
America which shook the country to the core and sent 
thousands into mourning. The opera house at Boyer- 
town, Pa., was burned down during ah amateur per- 
formance, and 178 charred and mangled bodies were 
subsequently taken from the ruins. 

The first. month of the ominous year waned to a 
close amid a series of minor disasters at home and 
abroad which Were overshadowed by the horrors which 
preceded them and the yet greater horfofs which were 
to come. The rst of February ushered in the frst 
cyclone, which devastated Mississippi, leaying twenty 
dead bodies and hundreds of ruined homesteads in its 
wake. Two days later news was flashed across the 
wires that a mine explosion in Japan had destroyed 
ninety-one miners and that twenty-one lives had been 
lost in a snow storm in Algeria. 

Scarcely a week had elapsed before the cyclone 
fiend made its second appearance, sweeping through 
Minnesota and Texas, Glaiming thirteen lives. On the 
same day a mine explosion in Natal put an abrupt end 
to the hazardous calling of thirty-seven miners. With- 
two weeks similar accidents in Mngland and Spain 
had called ninety-two more men to their ecoount, while 
a dynamite accident in California was paid for with 
thirty lives.

Lesser Calamities Were Forgotten. 

One hundred and seventy-eight children burned, 
trampled, and crushed to death! No adjectives and 
no words of any language could adequately describe 
uch an eppalling event. Violent death invested with 
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terrors always strikes humanity with pecultar fiendish- 
ness when it seizes as ite prey helpless and innocent 
children. This holocaust of childhood stunned the 
country into Oblivion of lesser calamities, while the 
despairing shrieks of hundreds of mothers and fathers 
rang across the world. The month closed with an 
earthquake in Mexico in which 600 people were killed 
and a mine explosion at Havana, Wyo., which added 
seventy more items to the long toll of the year’s vio- 
lent deaths 

Fire and earthquake gave place to flood and storm 
in April, and the loss of life ieaped upward with ter- 
rific bounds. The first great digaster of the month oc- 
curred in China, where 2,000 people were drowned in a 
flood which inundated the province of Hu-pih. A few 
days later two reilwey accidents, one in Australia and 
the other in Alberta, accounted for sixty-eight more 
unfortunates. On April 24 a series of cyclones of un- 
precedented fury burst over the southern states, de- 
stroying 868 lives, annihilating villages, and devastating 
property to the extent of millions of dollars. Missis- 
sippi paid 829 lives to the rage ot the storm, Louisiana 
contributed 1086, and Alabama 31. 

While the cytlones were still ravaging the south 
in far northern Alberta a snowslide buried forty per- 
sons and obliterated a village. The last week of April 
saw a last supreme effort put forth by the malign fates 
to make the first of the month of spring the most 
deatly of the G@rea@ year. Forty lives were lost in 
a railroad in Australia and twenty-eight more 
in a similar * in Gfexico. A landslide at Notre 
Dame de Sabelle, Canada, added thirty-six to the swell- 
ing total, and finally the Japanese cruiser Mutsushim 
blew up and 840 members of its crew perished.

July Was Merciful to America. 

As far as America was concerned July was the 
most mereiful month of the year. Fifty-two lives was 
the entire tribute collected in the United States through 
the agencies of flood, fire, and storm. This leniency was 


more than compensated, however, by the list of fatali- - 


ties abroad. On the second of the month Batavia, 
Java, was ravaged by a storm which destroyed 600 
lives. On the same day a mine explogion in Russia 
was responsible for 235 fatalities. On the 13th fifty- 
seven lives were lost in a storm off the coast of Spain, 
and on the 15th a flood in Asia Minor wept away 2,000 
people. A list of minor catastrophes wound up with 
another thousand deaths due to a typhoon near Hong- 
kong, and the month went out with a record scarcely 
inferior to that of any of the six preceding. 

August was the most merciful month in the year. 
In the United States the death roll was 170, prin- 
cipally caused by floods in North and South Carolina and 
Georgia. The biggest disaster abroad was a cyclone 
in Hungary which killed seventy-four people. It was 
closely followed by a mine explosion in England with 
seventy fatalities. The total deathroll for the remain- 
ing disasters was eighty-one, the largest single item 
being thirty-nine lives lost in forest fires in British Co- 
lumbia. 

The United States was still fortunate through Sep- 
tember with a total of fatalities merely amounting to 
thirty-three, but abroad the ominous figures commenced 
to mount with a rush again. Five thousand lives were 
lost in a flood in India and 140 through a ferry disaster 
at Smyrna.

Forest Fires Marked October. 


October was the month of the great forest fires 
which devastated Michigan, destroying fifty lives and 
$20,000,000 worth of property. A typhoon in the Philip- 
pines added its quota of 800 souls, and a second ty- 
phoon off China claimed 5,000 victims. 

Both at home and abroad November proved a com- 
paratively innocuous month, although it was marked 
by two comparatively large disasters. Three hundred 
and thirty-nine lives were lost in a mine explosion in 
Germany, and 123 deaths resulted from the burning of 
the steamer Sardinia at Malta. 

December and Yuletide came and exhausted hu- 
manity saw the black year drawing to a close in ap- 
parent calm. They were looking forward to the new 
year in eager hope that the evil days were over, when 
the greatest blow of all fell. 

On Dec. 28, 1908, occurred the great Italian earth- 
qiake, the most stupendous disaster of the world’s his- 
tory. Even yet it is impossible to make an accurate 
estimate of what its cost was either in loss of human 


lite or property. It is known that 125,000 people per- 


ished, Dut in actual fact it is probable that figure is 
far below the real number of victims. In material 
loss it is impossible to name any figures. The disas- 
ter ocourred in one of the most historic spots of the 
world.. Places around which the memory of great men 
and great deeds cluster thick, and where every stone had 
its story, were utterly destroyed. Scylla and Charyv- 
dis, around which for countless centuries there has 
hung an immortal halo of fable and romance, are 
changed in position. Messina is@rone and a dilight has 
fallen over all the sunny land of Sicily and southern 
Italy. 

Superlatives may be heaped on superlatives with- 
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out language being able to express what the Ttaliari 
earthquake meant to the world. The shock of the event 
was felt all over the world and all nations joined in 
eager efforts to relieve the terrible suffering which fol- 
lowed on the cataclysm. The reports of the agonies 
and distress which existed in the stricken districts en- 
tirely obliterated all racial antipathies and distinctions 
and humanity worked as a whole in the work of mercy 
and relief. 

Up to the time of the Italian earthquake the record 
disaster had been the earthquake at Lisbon in 1753, 
when 60,000 lives had been lost. This terfible tragedy 
had been for over a century and a half the object of 
the awful dismay of the world. It becomes almost in- 
significant in view of the calamity which befell in the 
closing days of 1908 For every soul that went out 
at Lisbon two were quenched dn Sicily and Italy and 
5,000 more were added for good measure. 

An examination of the detailed figures giving the 
loss of life from various causes shows some curious 
results. Strangely enough, there are uo railroad die- 
asters listed in the United States. In view of the 
fact that country holds a highly unenviable repu- 
tation as the home of such catastrophes, this fact has 
some significance. As a matter of fact, the total num- 
ber of lives lost all over the world from railroad mis- 
haps was surprisingly small, totaling only 246. These 
figures would seem to indicate that the iron horse is far 
from being as deadly as is popularly supposed.

Old Superstition ** Made Good.” 

Another point of interest, especially for those who 
cherish the venerable superstition anent the unlucki- 
ness of the number thirteen, is the discovery that there 
was a disaster on every thirteenth day of the month 
for the @rst seven months of the year. The record 
was started on Jan. 18, the date of the Boyertown the- 
ater fire. A month later there was a boiler explosion 
in Pennsylvania, followed in March by an avalanche 
which took eighteen lives in Siberia. April 13 saw a 
flood in China which cost 2,000 lives, and the same day 
in May a similar disaster was responsible for the loss 
of 10,000 people, while forty-two people died in a 
cyeione in Louisiana. June 18 a dynamite explosion 
took nine lives in Winnipeg, and on July 18 fifty-seven 
lives were lost in a storm off the coast of Spain. 

Another curiosity is discovered in connection with 
the highly useful elevator which has made possible

So it was with the 
miners. who Were destroyed in the numerous mining 
disasters. It would almost seem that the fates had 
been most kind in those cases in which entire fam- 
ilies were wiped out. Many instances of this kind 
occurred in the great earthquake and the Chinese 
floods, and they offered at least the consolation that 
no one but dead were left to mourn the dead.

Information Derived from Sculpture. 

Miss Fuller announces that her conception of dan- 
cing is the yealization through motion of every senti- 
ment and emotion of the human mind. This theory is 
similar to that held by the, ancient Greeks, but as prac- 
tically all the information which we possess as to the 
degree of perfection which shey attained in their art is 
derived from. sculpture our knowledge of the subject 
is far from accurate. A great sculptor could give to the 
world a Venus de Milo or a Diana which never really 
existed save in his own highly imaginative mind Sim- 
llarly the sculptors could portray dancers and dancing 
which was of an intensely idealistic character. 

That an enormous amount of expression is capa- 
ble to the hands and feet cannot be questioned. The 
people of the southern European countries can speak 
almost as clearly through gestures as through lan- 
guage and a person unacquainted with their tongue can 
readily follow, if not the exact tenor of their conver- 
sation, at least the trend of their emotions. That this 
gesture language could be reduced to musical rhythm 
seems plausible, but as to what its limits are there 
must remain some question. 

The fascination which dancing has exercised over 
all peoples in all ages is one of the most interesting 
problems which the psychologists are called on to con- 
sider. It is a remarkable fact that this art is found in 
some degree of development among the most barbarous 
tribes and further that it is commonly used as a means 
of expression. The war dance of the North American 
Indians, the brutish fetich dances of the African and 
Australian savages and the wild and picturesque jigs 
of the Irish and Scotch peasants are equally venerable. 
and equally expressive. In fact, it is not improbable 
that dancing is older than speech and the more primi- 
tive a man is the more readily he abandons himself to 
expressive motion.

Civilization has reduced dancing to a more or less 
meaningless form, and what might be termed unprofes- 
sional dances are indulged in with no attempt to give 
them any particular expression or to extract from them 
anything further than the exhilaration which comes 
from rapid and musical exercise.
